SPRAINED ANKLE 
WORRYING TAFT 


Pain Results in Limp 


and Facial Grimaces. 


But Despite Pain, President 
Carries Out Maine Program. 
President Urges Maine Boys 


to Study Farming and Reclaim 
the Abandoned Lands. 


Ellsworth, Maine, July 23.—President 
Taft is suffering from a _ severely 
strained right ankle. Despite the ex- 
cruciating pain which was evidenced 
by a decided lifp and facial grimaces 
each time he had to climb in and out 


of an automobile or train, the presi- 
dent carried out the rather exacting 
program which had been arranged for 
his today. 

It included a speech, an automobile 
ride and luncheon in Bangor and a 
speech and reception here. Tonight 
Mr. Taft and the members of his party 
@re the guésts of Senator Hale at his 
Elisworth home. Tomorrow afternoon 
they will again board the yacht May- 
flower at Mount Desert Ferry, and will 
spend Monday and Tuesday cruising in 
Casco Bay, with stops at Islesboro and 
Rockland. 

Hurt Ankle on Golf Links. 

The president hurt his ankle while 
he was playing golf on the links of 
the Kebo Valley Club at Bar Harbor 
yesterday. He was climbing a steep, 
grassy slope, leading to one of the 
greens when his right foot turned be- 
neath him. There was some pain at 
the time, but Mr. Taft thought noth- 
ing of it and continued his game. He 
Suffered little or no discomfort dur- 
ing the afternoon, but this morning 
when he awoke on the Mayflower there 
was considerable swelling. 

As a result of his constant going, 
Whe president’s ankle was worse to- 
night, and he‘is suffering quite keenly. 
There is no thought, however, that the 
hurt will be allowed ‘to interfere with 
the plans for the remainder of the 
crulse. 

Mr. Taft left the Mayflower in his 
matty yaching costume of white trous- 
ers, blue serge coat and white cap 
goon after breakfast. 


Taft Dodges Politics. 

Mr. Taft has now nearly completed 
his speaking engagement in Maine and 
he has not faltered once in his de- 
termination to keep clear of anything 
pertaining to politics. He weathered 
the Bangor trip bravely and pleased 
an enthusiastic crowd there; by an 
a eulogy of the great men/the state 
has produced and the possibilities for 
agricultural development that yet lie 
in the soil. . 

In his speech here this afternoon, 
which was wholly informal], the pres!i- 
dent said his visit to Maine had 
strengthened his belief that it was a 
good thing to move around among the 
people. 

“Anyway, I like to do it,” he said, 
“And I know they like to see the man 
whom chance has made the titular head 
of the government. They like to see 
what manner of man it is who is 
sitting at Washington and who, I hope 
they think is doing the best he can, 
getting a lot of abuse, perhaps, but, 
after all, apparently thriving on it.’ 


Maine and Conservation. 


“The question has been raised as to 
what your future is. Have you at- 
tained all the prosperity possible here? 
Certainly you all look happy and under 
the constitution the chief right is the 
pursuit of happiness. It seems to me 
that you, as much as any, people ot 
the republic, are interested in that sub- 
ject which has so many definitions— 
go many various definitions—the con- 
gervation of our resources. In the first 
place, early in the development of the 
west, everybody wanted to be a suc- 
cessful farmer, and went west for the 
purpose of finding rich soil that woulc 
grow big crops with as little cultiva- 
tion as possible and the Maine man 
played the largest part in the develop- 
ment of that western country. 


Abandoned Farms of East. 


‘But now all. the rich soil has been 
taken up: now we are issuing bonds 
fn order to put water on the dry soll in 
the west that otherwise would not 
grow crops, and the thoughts of many 
of the wisest men of the country are 
‘Ddeing turned to the abandoned farms 
ef the east, where modern science in 
@griculture shows that crops can be 
raised if only proper attention ana 
rules are followed in the cultiva- 
tion of the soil. 

“Western farmers today are mil- 
lionaires and there is no reason why 
Maine should not have farmer million- 
aires as well as the west. Nor do I 
gee any reason why the young men 
who come out of your agricultura! 
schools should not stay here on the 
farmis of Maine and raise crops that 
will make them comfortable and en- 
able them to send their children to 
colleges and universities and continue 
their political and. moral influence 
throughout the state and the nation.”

Returns Indicate the Nomination 


of Oscar §. Colquitt Over 
Three Opponents 


PROW! AMENDMENT = 
WILL GO 10 THE PEOPLE 


Colquitt Is an Anti and Oppos- 
ed the Submission of Prohibi- 
tion Amendment---The Indi- 
cations Are That the Prohi- 
bitionists Have Overwhelm- 
ingly Carried Legislature. 


Dallas, Texas, July 24.—Oscar B. 
Colquitt, anti-prohibitionist, and anti- 
submissionist, will be the next gov- 
ernor of Texas if belated returns from 
yesterday's democratic primary do not 


favor another of the four contesicnts, 


for the gubernatorial nomination 
overwhelmingly. At the same time the 
proposition to submit to popular vote 
a constitutional amendment looKing ‘to 
prohibition has carried. 

Mr. Colquitt will be placed in the 
embarrassing position of being an 
anti-prohibition candidate on a state- 
wide prohibition platform. The pro- 
hibitionists have made gains in leg- 
islators, and are said to have two- 
thirds of the members of the house. 

This much is indicated at 1 o'clock 
this morning. The vote polled, how- 
ever, was large, the largest in years, 
and the returns are still far from 
complete. It is estimated that approa- 
imately 350,000 ballots were cast. 

Fer Second Position. 

For second position in the race for 
governor the vote is close between 
William Poindexter, constitutional! 
prohibitionist, whose cause was 
espoused by United States Senator 
Joseph W. Bailey, and Cone Johnson, 
an advocate of statutory prohibition 


ang & leader of the anti-Batley fac-| 
tion. ‘R. V. Davidson, who resigned a3 
attorney général to make the race, ré- 
ceived probably the smallest vote. He 
favored the submission of the state- 
wide question to a vote of the people, 
but opposed prohibition. 

It has been declared that, should Col- 
quitt be nominated, Governor Camp- 
bell will immediately urge that the 
present legislature, now in session, call 
a constitutional convention, further en- 
tangling a rather complicated situa- 
tion. 

The Congressional Fights. 

In the congressional contests, Con- 
gressmen Randell and Beall have been 
renominated. In the districts of Repre- 
sentatives Gillespie, Stephens and 
Gregg, the vote is close, and complete 
returns will be necessary before a re- 
sult can be announced. The others of 
the congressional representatives are 
without opposition. 

United States Senator Charles A. 
Culberson had no opposition, but was 
given a large complimentary vote. 

As to the other state offices, a com- 
plete ticket, the returns are too in- 
definite to indicate the nominees with 
any degree of certainty. 

Republican precinct conventions 
were also held today, selecting J. vO. 
Terrell, a democrat of San Antonio. 
as the nominee for governor. The 
democratic nomination, however, is 
equivalent to an election in Texas. 

One Incident of Disorder. 

Although personal feeling was in- 
tense and factional lines tightly 
drawn, but one incident of disorda- 
has been reported. ang that not ii- 
rectly connected with the voting. It 
occurred at Belten, where a negro was 
burned at the stake last night for 
the killing of a constable who was to 
have been selected tcday. The ap- 
pearance of a negro driving the hearse 
bearing the remains of the slain off- 
cer was the signal for a demonstra- 
tion, but before it had assumed seri- 
ous proportions he was replaced by a 
white driver and the excitement sub- 
sided. 


HENRY LEWIS HELD 
ON CHARGE OF MURDER 


Tennessee Youth Alleged to 
Have Slain Old Man for 
Money. 


Bristol, Tenn. July 73.—Charged 
with the murder of Henry Zachary, 
an aged man at Roanoke, July § 17, 
Henry Lewis, a boy of sixteen, was 
arrested here tonight and is being held 
pending the arrival of officers from 
that city. He admits his identity and 
that he was with Zachary until a 
few hours of the tragedy, but denies 
his guilt. The aged man was murder- 
ed presumably for his money, with a 
Pistol of the caliber of one found on 
Lewis. The murderer missed finding 
$600 which was sewed in the lining 
of the aged man’s coat. Lewis has 
broken down completely. 


Cashier Stole $70,000. 


New York, July 23.—Inspector 
Markowski, of the agency of the Rus- 
so-Chinese Bank, from which $70,000 
in bonds was stolen this week, in an 
official statement today announced to- 
day that it has been definitely ascer- 
tained that the theft of the securities 
was committed by the cashier of the 
bank, Erwin Wider.

REACHES TOTAL 


Entire Surplus of Louisville i. 
Gelity Trust Company Em- 
bezzled by Bookkeeper 


MONEY USED 10 GAMBLE 
IN STOCKS AND GRAIK 


Wall Street and Chicago Grain 
Pit Profited by the Looting 
of the Bank---Loss by the 
Big Defalcation Is to Be 
Met by an Issue of Stock by 
the Company. 


Louisville, 
Ropke, 


Ky., July 23.—August 
assistant secretary and book- 
keeper of the Fidelity Trust Com- 
pany; one of the soundest financial 
institutions in Louisville, made away 
with $1,140,000, the entire surplus of 
the concern, according to a’‘statement 
made late this afternoon by John W. 
Barr, president of the trust company. 
at his office, three blocks away from 
the county jail, where the defaulting 
official has been locked up for ten 
days, unable to secure bail in the sum 
of $265,000. Ropke was a heavy specu- 
lator and lost large sums, it is gaid, 
on Wall street and the Chicago board 
of trade. 
Entire Surplus. 

The question was-put to Mr. Barr: 

“Does this statement represent 
Ropke’s net defalcation?”’ 

“Il can only say to you,” replied Mr. 
Barr, “that the entire surplus of the 
company has been wiped out.” 

Mr. Barr’s announcement was made 
after a special meeting of the stock- 
holders, held late this afternoon. Mr. 
Barr said that the stockholders had 
been advised of the .entire situation. 
They were told that the capital stock 
of the concern was intact, but that the 
entire surplus was gone as a result 
of the defalcation. 

The loss through this defalcation 
will be met by an issue of stock, as 
announced several days ago, aggre- 
Bating $1,000,000, which will be is- 
sued to stockholders at par. 

Did He Do Itt 


How 

The Fidelity Trust Company repre- 
sents the wealth of Louisville and, 
notwithstanding the serious blow, there 
is no apprehension in financial circles 
over the outcome of the shortage, which 
has been anticipated in street rumors 
for some days. The all-important 
question of how Ropke managed to get 
away with such an amount and repre- 
senting the entire surplus of an insti- 
tution handling the business of the 
fidelity bank, will probably not be 
solved until] the experts make their de- 
tailed report and this is not expected 
before next week. 

The stockholders have already 
agreed, it is understood, to subscribe 
the full amount of the new issue. 

August Ropke, the central figure in 
one of the largest defalcations in re- 
cent years, is a German, about 45 years 


old. He ig a man of family, and has 
always stood well and enjoyed the un- 
bounded cénfidence of his business as- 
sociates. : 

Aute Ropke’s Owly Luxury. 

He lived unostentatiously, and in- 
dulged in only one luxury, as far as 
his friends knew, that was his auto- 
mobile. But the craze for speculation 
seized him, and he began dabbling in 
stocks and grain several years ago. 
He was successful. But the inevita- 
ble losses came, and he tried to re- 
cuperate. One year he is reported to 
have made $200,000, only to lose it a 
month or more later. 

How long he has been stealing from 
the bank is known only to the bank 
Cfficials, and they may announce it 
when the experts no wengaged on the 
bcoks make their report. He has 
been in the employ of the bank for 
eighteen years, and it is understood 
the investigation will cover the entire 
period. Ropke was ‘influential with a 
large German element in Louisville, 
and he had only to suggest an invest- 
ment here and venture there to them 
to bring out their money. 

Hesistiess Impulse to 

But over it all burned the resist- 
less impulse to speculate, and one or 
two Louisville brekerage houses were 
kept busy at times handling Ropke’s 
trades, After he had made one or two 
highly successful deals on money 
taken from the bank, Ropke was in 
position, it is reported on good au- 
thority, to return all of his stealings, 
and although he was able to abstract 
the money, he was unable to replace 
it without detection. 

One day about two weeke ago a 
shortage of $6,000 was accidentally 
discovered by one of Ropke's assist- 
ants, and the matter was reported to 
his superiors. This resulted in 
Kopke’s arrest on the charge of em- 
bezziement, and he has been in jai! 
since. He takes his jail life easy, and 
has refused to make any statement. 


No Quarter for Repke. 


John Stiles, chairman of the board 
of directors af the Fidelity Trust 
Compahy, madea statement tonight in 
which he said that he believed me i 
alone was guilty of the alleged defal- 
cation. Mr. Stiles said also ‘that no 
quarter would be shown to the former 
assistant secretary and bookkeeper. 

Ropke, unless he manages to secure

126 COUNTIES 
FOR JOE. BROWN 


Sweeping Victory Pre- 
dicted by J. R. Smith. 


Joseph Brown Club in Fulton 
Organized --- Officers Claim 
Membership of 3,600 Regis- 
tered Voters-- Expect Total 
of 6,000 Within Week. 


The Joseph M. Brown Club of Fulton 
County was organized at an enthusi- 
astic meeting held last night at the 
Brown headquarters in the Kimball 
house, and plans for reviving the vic- 
torious county organization of two 
years ago were perfected. 

It was announced that the club be- 
gan with more than 3,600 registered 
voters, and that the prospects were 
for an organization of 6,000 men within 
one week. 

Plans for making Fulton county tha 
banner Brown county, and thus wrest- 
ing the honor away from Chathain, 
were made by the zealous Brown sup- 
porters of this county. 

Despite the decreased registration in 
Fulton, brought about as the result 
of the Hoke Smith registration law, 
it was predicted that Fulton county 
wil] be again safely placed in the Joe 
Brown column, and by a largely in- 
creased majority. 

126 Counties Claimed for Brown. 

The Brown managers are counting 
upon carrying 126 counties, giving 22 
counties to Hoke Smith. This state- 
ment was made by J. R. Smith, man- 
ager of the Joe Brown campaign. Mr. 
Smith leaves the city today on a busi- 
ness trip, but before leaving he made 
the assertion that from a careful can- 
vass of the situation in all parts of 
the state he was convinced that Brown 
would sweep the state and by a larger 
majority than two years ago. Two 
years ago he carried 81 counties. This 
year Mr. Smith predicts that he will 
carry 126. counties. Two years ago 
Mr. Smith predicted that Brown would 
certainly carry 80 counties, and prob- 
ably 100. Brown carried $1. 

An interesting and humorous feature 
of the meeting held Saturday night 
was the statement that the Fulton 
County Joe Brown Club was indebted 
to the Hoke Smith Club in the sum of 
$3. This grew out of the fact that a 
number of cards sent to voters by the 
Hoke Smith Club were corrected by 
some 300 voters, who put the name of 
Joe Brown in place of that of Hoke 
Smith and forwarded the card to Brown 
headquarters in the Kimball house. 

The meeting was organized by the 
election as chairman of J. R. Little, 
of the Dougherty-Warda-Little Com- 
pany, and of Stiles Hopkins as secre- 
tary.

Car No. 25%, going to Lakewood 
Heights, was near the corner of Capi- 
tol avenue and Weyman when the 
negro, Bob Lavinger, stepped off the 
sidewalk to get on.

A few hours earlier three negroes 
haa held up J. P. Gardner, of 27 Coop- 
er street, on Woodward avenusé, be- 
tween Pulliam and Washington, and 
had robbed him of $5.40. A little negro 
boy followed the three negroes, then 
told two white men about them, and 
they followed one of the negroes.

STIR THE WOMEN OF PITTSBURG 


Pittsburg, July 23.—(Special.)— 
Representatives of the Women’s Club 
of Pittsburg, the Daughters of the 
Revolution, the Daughters of Pioneers 
and the Women’s Southern Society met 
today to make plans for public play 
grounds for Pittsburg’s poor children. 

“Instead of which,” as an irate dele- 
gate remarked in the heated progress 
of the meeting, “the subject seems to 
have been Mra. Alice Roosevelt Long- 
worth, and whether or not she smokes 
cigarettes, and if so. ought she” 

Just how Mrs. Longworth and the 
reports that she occasionally smoked 
cigarettes came into the dfecussion of 
play grounds not even the delegates 
themselves remember. Impartial ob- 
servers say*Mrs, J. H. Armstrong start- 
ed it. She thought play grounds would 
counteract vicious habits, especially 
cigarette smoking. Such curbing of 
the cigarette habit was needful, she 
said, because women who were ex- 
amples to the whole United States, like 
Mré. Longworth, the daughter of a 
president renowned for his righteous- 
ness and the perfection of his ideals—a

bringing of children—was a notorious 
smoker of cigarettes. 

‘TI look on a woman who smokes 
cigarettes,’ said Mrs. Armstrong, rais- 
ing her voice so that it could be heard 
‘above a rising clamor of mixed ap- 
proval and objection, “as I do upon a 
woman who bleaches her hatr—with 
Suspicion, I say, with suspicion.” 

For a little while no one could hear 
anybody else. Some of the most con- 
spicuous persons in the assemblage 
had distinctly brilliant blonde hair.

Senator Cummins Says That

Peabody, Kas., July 23.—Senator Al- 
bert B. Gumssins, of Iowa, in his 
speech before the chautauqua here to- 
day asserted that Senator Aldrich and 
Speaker Cannon were traitors to their 
party, if not to the country, when they 
gave their support to the Wickersham 
railroad bill as it came from the at- 
torney general's office, and demanded 
that it go through congress. 

“That bill was a direct repudiation 
of the republican platform of 1908, and 
it was directly in the interest of the 
railroads, and not in the interests of 
the great common people of the coun- 
try,”’ said Senator Cummins. 

“Speaker Cannon, Senator Aldrich 
and men of their class seem to think 
the republican party was formed to 
make men rich. I think it was born 
to make men free. They think it was 
born to make men millionaires; I be- 
lieve it was born to drive misery out 
of this country. 

He Won’t Follow s Traitor. 

“Senator Aldrich has vigorously op- 
posed all regulation of the railroads by 
congress ever since the bill to create 
the interstate commerce commission 
was introduced in 1887. I was born 
and always have been a republican, 
but I cannot and will not follow the 
leadership of a traitor to his party and 
the people.

The railroads charge 
excessive rates and accumulated a sur- 
plus, and this they put back into the 
roads in improvements, and they now 
ask you to pay additional interest on 
this surplus, secured by extortionate 
rate.

“The first legislation to regulate 
railroads came in 1887 with the pas- 
sage of the interstate commerce Dill.

He was silent then and he has been si- 
lent ever since. 

Cannon Against Common People.

Can- 
non has been so busy trying to look 
like Abraham Lincoln that he has for- 
gotten what Lincoln was trying to do 
for the people of this country.

Madison, Mur- 
dock and others will be remembered 
long after Cannon is eternally forgot- 
ten. 

“Senator Aldrich was a senator in 
1887. He was not silent, but he vig- 
orously opposed the interstate com- 
merce bill, and ever since he has been 
opposed to every bill that attempted 
to regulate and restrict the railroads. 

"In 1897 the supreme court decided 
that the interstate commerce commis- 
sion did not have the power to make 
rates. There was an instant demand 
for the passage of a law that would 
permit this. Cannon, Payne and Dal- 
zell, in the house, and Aldrich and 
Hale, in the senate, were the leading 
spirits that prevented a law passing 
until the session of 1904. 

When the People Got Busy. 

“Then the voice of the American peo- 
ple became so strong that they could 
no longer ignore it, and they were 
forced to admit that the law needed 
strengthening. A bill was passed as 
harmless to the railroads as it was 
possible to make it. Cannon and Al- 
d@rich never helped in the passage of 
that bill, and they opposed it with all 
thelr power. The question that Al- 
drich and Cannon always seem to ask 
when a railroad measure is up 1s, 
"Will it hurt the railroads?’ If it 
seems that the law will hurt. these 
men oppose it, honestly, maybe, but 
they seem to believe that the railroads 
arg to be exalted rather than regu- 
lated and controlled.

Thrust at Wickersham. 


“But he remembered his long law 
practice in New York, when his chief 
business was to tell the corporations 
how to evade the law.

the bill, but Bristow, La Follette, Bever- | 
idge and others with fire, logic and’ 
reason submerged this provision so far | 
that so good an angel as Senator Ald- | 
rich can never bring it to life again. | 
This has been a real advance in rail-. 
road legislation, but it only fulfills 
the pledges of the republican party.”

CARDINAL GIBBONS 
TO THE YOUNG MEN 


I would say to the young men 
of the United States to love 
their country and cherish its 
greatness. I bespeak this with 
the same earnestness as I be- 
speak love and fear of God. Let 
more young men of education 
and virtuous ideals give them- 
selves to the public service, and 
if they do so with clear hearts 
and hands the pregnant evils of 
government must be eliminated. 
In serving your country you are 
serving God. 


PEEKS HEHEHE 
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Baltimore, July 23.—(Special.)—Car- 
dinal Gibbons celebrated his seventy- 
sixth birthday quietly today. Al- 


vices were held in a number of Roman 
Catholic churches. Scores of congratu- 


States 
from Europe. 

A warm message of congratulation 
and hope for many years of happy life 
and service was received from the pope. 

Late in the day the cardinal spoke 
of the onward movement of Chris- 
tianity. He did not confine his say- 
ings to the Catholic church, but in- 
cluded all denominations and praised 
the men who give part of their time 
to the church, 

Cardinal Attacks Divorce. 

Cardinal Gibbons said he hoped to 
live to see the time when divorce shall 
be completely discouraged in America 
amd that other reforms urged by all 
churches alike shall be established. 

“As I look back over the years, I see 
much that has been accomplished and 
much that might have been accomplish- 
ed, but was not,” said he. “But as I 
survey the condition of the world as 
it obtains today I realize, as do other 
men, that much good has been accom- 
plished by the present generation. The 
Christian spirit has been awakened in- 
to life im both high and low’ places. 
Within. the past three months there 
has been certain agitation, widespread 
and conducted by both men and wom- 
en, showing that our Christian ideals 
are not faltering nor wavering. 

“Great religious conventions and pub- 
lic acclaim for reforms are somewhat 
different today than they were thirty 
years ago. I believe the men of af- 
fairs—big, well-to-do and powerful! in 
business matters—are taking a more 
dominating part today than ever be- 
foretin the solution of moral questions. 
Years ago religious bodies were made 
up largely of women, women fought 
for the reforms and it was believed, 
quite erroneously, that men did not 
have time for such matters. 

“Obligations fall upon men and wom- 
en alike. In the church and out, we 
have our duties. Civilization 
sometimes leads men’s minds away 
away from ideals. The luxury of riches 
and the power of money too often 
makes religion a perfunctory affair 
and charity a business like dispensing 
of money. 

“Even now we must deplore the lack 
of observance of the Sabbath in some 
quarters. Sunday is a day of rest, 
but it should not be turned into a day 
of wild abandon. Those who get their 
recreation in a violent, noisy manner 
should respect the wishes of the per- 
sons who seek quiet and communion 
On the Sabbath. 

Gravest Question of Civilization. 

“We are facing the gravest question 
of civilization just now*—the divorce. 
The church discourages divorce because 
it is discouraged by higher divinity 
than the institution of the church. 
Christ, in His Sermon on the Mount, 
said that a woman could have only one 
husband, and that if she were divorced 
and married again she spent her life 
in sin with her second or third hus- 
band, as the case might have been. 

“Tt is appalling to think that women 
of today marry four or five times. Some 
women seem so thoughtless about the 
noblest rite that they give more at- 
tention to the selection of a new gown 
than they do to divorce and marriage. 
Not only the church, but also society 


must unite to discourage this fester- 
ing institution. Divorcees should be 
made social outcasts: that would be 
hard in some cases, but the sacrifice 
would be worth the end. 


Children of Divorced Parents. 


“IT pray for the time when men and 
women may be persuaded to under- 
stand the seriousness of marriage. Re- 
gardless of religious convictions they 
should understand when they marry 
that they are entering upon a contract 
which is not of a day or a month. but 
of a lifetime. They should know that 
they must bear and forbear. The hus- 
band cannot pull one way and the 
wife another. They must pull in the 
traces together. 

“Ponder, the helpless little children 
of these homes destroyed by divorces. 
Instead of love ruling their hearts 
and lives, hatdel is sown there. The 
father goes one way and the mother 
the other, never to meet again. The 
children are left without an anchorage. 
They know not to whom to appeal for 
affection. They turn to the father to 
learn that he hates their mother. They 
turn to the mother to learn and have 
it seared in their minds and hearts 
that she hates their father. Their 
lives are blighted in the bud. How 
can we expect them to grow into true 
and tender men and women? How’ can 
we expect them to do anything else 
with their lives than their parents 
have done? 

“Ah, these children of divorced par- 
ents! They are bitter sorrow of my 
life. They are given no chance and I 
say woe unto them, who are respon- 
sible.” 

At the cathedral! this morning a sol- 
emn high mass was sung in which 
special reference was made to the pre- 
late. Cardinal Gibbons was not pres- 
ent. He was the guest of T. Herbert 
Shriver at Union Millis. near Winster. 
where he is still stopping. In the pri- 
vate chapel at Winster Cardina!] Gib- 
bons celebrated mass. Later a number 
of visitors called at Shriver’s residence 
to pay their respects. 


Cardinal! Gibbons is in good health and 
he cordially responded to all the well 
wishes showered upon him.

Simce Norton Became Taft’s’ However, He Declares on Eve! 


Private Secretary It Is Said 
President Has Become Less 
Fond of Hitchcock---Hitch- 
cock Made Many Enemies. 


Washington, July 23.—(Special.)-- 
Close observers of the trend of affairs 
in the administration are beginning to 
wonder how soon after his returr 
from Europe Postmaster General F. ci. 
Hitchcock will tender his resignation. 

Up to a few months ago the presi- 
dent turned over to Mr. Hitchcock 
many of the administration problems. 
He allowed him to deal out the admin- 
istration patronage. Visitors who 


came to the white house about politi- | 
cal affairs were in many instances sent | 


to the postoffice department to see Mr. 
Hitchcock. 

Those who are familiar with the 
inner workings of the administration 
began to notice a change shortly after 
Cc. D. Norton became private secre- 
tary to the president. The appoint- 
ment of Norton was urged on the prea- 
ident by Miss Mabel Boardman, an 
intimate friend of the Taft family; 
Secretary Meyer, Senator Aldrich, Sen- 
ator Root and Attorney General Wick- 
ershant. 

Change Is Observed. 

Since Norton took up his duties 4a 
distinct change has been observed in 
the president's relations with Mr. 
Hitchcock. In the old days the post- 
master general visited the white 
house pretty nearly every day in the 
week. Since Norton took hold and up 
to the time the president went to 
Beverly for the summer, Mr. Hitch- 
cock was at the white house on days 
other than cabinet days not more than 
half a dozen times. His own office 
was no longer used to take the over- 
flow at the white house. 

It is regarded as significant that 
Mr. Hitchcock should depart for Eu- 
rope at a time when the republican 
campaign is being shaped up, and his 
departure without seeing the presi- 
dent is deemed worthy of more than 
passing notice. Most significant of al! 
the indications of Mr. Hitchcock's 10.34 
of power is his failure to have Sidney 
Béiber appointed collector of the port 
of Georgetown. President Roosevelt 
frequently gave recess appointments 
to men who had previously been turn- 
ed down by the senate. 

Hitchcock Diepleased Senators. 

Many members of the senate whv 
are extremely close to President Taft 
have been displeased with the manner 
in whieh the postmaster general use-i 
his position as chief adviser to the 
administration. They have been en- 
deavoring to break his power for 
some time, and they now believe they 
have done so. It is known that a 
place in the cabinet was pleasing .t> 
Mr. Hitchcock because of the politicai 
influence it gave him. Few of his 
friends would be surprised if he re- 
signed the coming fall ang went <:o 
Arizona, where he is interested in 
newspaper enterprises, and where, it 
is believed, he hopes toc be elected to 
the United States sénate.

Naturally the high price of meat that 
people are talking about would be 
made even higher by a searcity of 
corn. Probably 80 per cent of the corn 
grown in the west never crosses county 
lines, but Is fed to the hogs and cat- 
tle. If corn is scarce, naturally the 
price of beef and pork will be higher.” 

Mr. Patten is under ind’ctment in 
the United States circuit court for his 
alleged connection with a pool to 
corner cotton. 

He Defends Speculation. 

Mr. Patten had some words to say 
in defense of speculation. 

“Men have speculated ever since 
Adam took his first chance, and they 
always will speculate,” said he.

North Carolina passed such legislation, 
and the United States supreme court 
held that it did not change the citizen- 
ship of foreign corporations. 

“Tf, however, we forbid the opera- 
tion of railroads in Georgia by foreign 
corporations, or non-resident citizens, 
those foreign ae which own 
the railroads will be forced to sell 
them af lease them to corporations or- 
ganized in Georgia, and this course 
will effectually bring all railroads 
within the state into the hands of do- 
=a corporations. 

“*This legislation should fix a rea- 
sonable time in the future when its 
operation should begin. 

“*Thig will give the necessary oppor- 
tunity for the organigation of local 
corporations. 

“*Penalties sheuld be provided for a 
violation of the law, which, vigorously 
enforced, will protect the people and 
assert the state’s sovereignty.’ 


40 Acres and a Mule. 


“Is not that the Golden Rule turned 
upside down, and a vote-catcher to 
beat the band? There are, I suppose, 
people in Georgia who would, if they 
could, take your 40 acres and a mule, 
and the ‘foreigners’ capital’ that —_ 
come into our state upon the faith they 
had in our honesty and good govern- 
ment; but they are largely in the 
minority, for the bi hearts, great 
souls and the scrupulously just and 
honest yeomanry of Georgia would live 
out their lives and die in poverty be- 
fore they would acquire and hold prop- 
erty thus procured. What was the ef- 
fect of such extreme and unjust views 
entertained by the governor of Geor- 
gia? Soon after Mr. Smith was inau- 
gurated, cotton dropped under 9 cents, 
all outside capital coming this way 
was diverted into other channels: not 
a dollar could be borrowed outside the 
state by the farmers, bankers, the 
railroads, etc.: and, as a matter of 
course, enterprises of every kind were 
shutting down dally, and thousands 
upon thousands were idle in conse- 
quence.

HIGHER PASSENGER RATE 
ASKED FOR WEST POINT 
Railroad Commission Will Con- 


sider Petition of Patrons 
on Thursday. 


An application of patrons and em- 
ployees of the Atlanta and West Point 
railroad, for permission for that road 
to increase its passenger rates from 2 
cents a mile to 2% cents a mile, will 
be heard before the railroad commis- 
sion on next Thursday morning, July 
28, at 10 o'clock. 

The Atlanta and West Point railroa: 
is the only road in the state, with the 
sole exception of the state road, which 
is permitted by the state railroad com- 
mission to charge only 2 cents a mile 
. | for the transportation of passengers. 
~ | The road for several years has sought 
to have this classification chagaged, 
and now the application comes up from 
the road’s employees and patrons to 
the number of 1,300. 

Al] the other railroads in the state, 
except the Western and Atiantic, wndse 
rate is 2 cenés, are permitted to charg. 
2% cents a mile or moré. The Georgia 
railroad and the Aflantic Coast Line 
were formerly authorized to charge 
only 2% cents a mile, but later, upon 
application to the commission, they 
were permitted to increase their rates 
to 2% cents. The following roads are 
now in the 2%-cent class: The Central, 
Southern, Seaboard Air Line, Atlantic 
Coast Line, Georgia, Alabama Great 
Southern, and the Georgia, Southern 
and Florida.

I asked Judge F. M. Longley, senator 
from the Thirty-seventh district, to 
give me some features of progress of 
LaGrange, and his home county of 
Troupe.

For years this able leg- 
islator was judge of the Coweta cir- 
cult, and afterwards judge of the city 
court of LaGrange. Of late years he 
has served Troupe county in the house 
of representatives, and is at present 
serving his first term in the senate. 

He says the counties in his district 
dre among the most prosperous and 
progressive in Georgia—but I inter- 
viewed him more particularly on the 
developments in the county of Troupe, 

Growth of LaGrange. 

The Atlanta and West Point railroad 
has for many, many years been famed 
as one of the best and most profit- 
able local roads in the country. It is 
to be doubted if there is a railroad of 
its length in the union, or anywhere 


{ else, which is a better loca] road, has 


run through a richer agricultural ter- 
ritory, or has a larger number of 
flourishing towns along the line. 
Not one of these has out-distanced 
LaGrange, one of the foremost cities 
in progress and prosperity on that 
road today. Always a beautiful place, 


she has grown in beauty and features’ 


of progress for many years. The cen- 
sus of 1910 will give her a popula- 
tion of from 10,000 to 12,000. She has 
no less than five large cotton mills, 
which have added materially to her 
wealth and population. There are two 
of the best female colleges in the 
country and a public school system 
which, size of the town considered, will 
compare most favorably, in efficiency 
and thoroughness, with any in the 
state. Many solid, substantial busi- 
ness buildings have been erected in 
late years, and her residential sec- 
tion is adorned with a number of 
handsome structures. The centra] pub- 
lic square, one of the most attrac- 
tive in Georgia, and many of the main 
streets are paved with yitrified brick. 
She has electric lights, a fine system 
of waterworks, a good telephone con- 
nection, which extends throughout tho 
county and indeed, all of the appoint- 
ments which go to make up a modern 
city. 
Great Agricultural County. 

It goes without saying that ‘Troupe 
is a great agricultural county. 

She raises about 25,000 bales of cot- 
ton a year, most of which goes to La- 
Grange, where there is a compress 
handling many more thousands of 
bales annually. There are ginneries 
galore in the county, and several fer- 
tilizer plants. Convicts are used wpon 
the public roads, which are among the 
best in Georgia, and being continually 
improved. Up-to-date farming imple- 
ments are used, great attention is 
being paid to intensive cultivation, 
and of .course these things have 
stimulated the values of agricultural 
lands, which command, according to 
location, from $20 to $150 an acre. 
Some are even higher, and thousands 
of acres in Troupe could not be bought 
for any price. More and more the 
farmers are raising their own sup- 
plies. Three times as much corn was 
pianted this year as any year since the 
civil war: no better mules are raised 
anywhere. There are beef and hogs 
to spare, and Troupe maintains her 
reputation right along as a great 
About a bale to the 
acre is the average cotton growth, 
but in some sectiong two and even 
three baleg to the acre are raised. 

Seme Fiourishing Towns. 

Judge Longley spoke of some of 
Troupe’s smaller live towns. Among 
them he mentioned West Point, which, 
on this side of the Chattahoochee, has 
about 2,000 people. It is commercially 
strong—no finer class of merchants 
to be found anywhere. Many good 
business bulldings and nice homes 
have been built the past few yéars, 
and West Point is growing rap.dly 
a'ong modern lines. Then there is 
Hogansvilie, a solid business town, 
with a population of about 1,000 and 
many improvements. She has a big 
cotton factory. Mountville has sev- 
eral hundred people and is a fiourish- 
ing town. _ 

There are eight or ten banks in 
Troupe county. She has three rail- 
roads, two iarge lines—the Atlanta 


and West Point and the Atlanta, Bir-{

Some Great Name. 

Troupe was named for George M. 
Troupe, one of the greatest if not the 
greatest governors the state ever pro- 
duced.

The very names of LaGrange and 
Troupe carry a suggestion of 
the old-time grandeur of ante-bellum 
days, and the very atmosphere is his- 
toric with the deeds of their loyal 
people and public servants who have 
gloriously illustrated them in war and 
in peace. 

The Empire of Houston. 

Talking with Major W. M. Gordon 
the other day, I asked him for some 
salient points about Houston county, 


where he was raised, hay interests, and | 


-In as 
far back as 1882-3, Major Gordon ably 
represented Houston county in the 
general assembly. In those days, of 
course, the legislature met in the old 
capitol on Marietta street, formerly 
standing at the southwest corner of 
Forsyth.

By means of county boards of tax 
equalizers, who will adjust the tax re- 
turns in their respective counties, wn 
@ state board to equalize the returns 
8s between different counties, it is be- 
lieved that a fairer and more eqult- 
able system of iaxation will be in- 
augurated. 

It is not proposed to increase taxes, 
but rather to equalize tax burdens ail 
make citizens who are giving in their 
rroperty at too low a value in some 
counties to raise their returns to the 
proper percentage. If in other coun- 
ties citizens are .iving in their returt.; 
at a higher rate than the percentage 
which is agreed upon for the whule 
ttate, they will be permitted to reduce 
their returns. 

It is probable that on the final yote 
to adopt the bill, 4s amended, ttiere 
will be a fight on the provision which 
provides that an appeal may be taker 
by corporations to the state board from 
the tax assessment made by the comp- 
trollet general. This provision yio- 
lates the law which permits arbitra- 
tion of all disputed tax returns, where 
personal or corporate. 

Authors of the BIill. 

The measure was prepared by Sen:s- 
tor Mathews and Senator Akin, on 
part of the senate, and Representa- 
tives Reid of Campbell, Alexander cf 
DeKalb, Hardman of Jackson, Ellis of 
Bibb, and Lovejoy of Troup, on part of 
the house. 

Section 1 provides for a county 
board of tax returns and valuations in 
eech county to supervise the returns 
made to the tax receiver so as to 
secure fair and just valuations of prop. 
erty in the county. 

Section 2 fixes the membership of 
the county boarg at three members, to 
be appointed by the ordinary of the 
ccunty. One member is to serve fer 
two years, wne for four yeafs and one 
for six years. The appointments by 
the ordinary must first be approved boy 
the judge uf the superior court of the 
county. 

Section 3 authorizes the board ‘to 
elect a clerk and fix his compensation, 
ang to prescribe rules and regulations 
for carrying on their work. 

Section 4 requires the tax receiver 
to submit te the board at least once 
each month all returns received by 
him, and the board is required to ex- 
amine these returns and to see if they 
are “full and just .according to the 
market value thereof.” 

Section 5 of the bill was stricken 
This required a map or book to be 
kept showing the ownership of each 
lot o*_«@. al of land in the county. 
Section 6 squires che county board 
to enter all un“@turned land on a d>- 


linquent tax book, which shall he’ 
3 to the tax collector with’ 


upon said property that the board may 
place thereon, with 10 per cent addi- 
tional as a penalty. <All Jaws requir- 
ing the payment of double taxes, an: 
all exemption from payment of penai- 
ties for failure to make returns are 
abolished. 

Section 7 specifically requires the 
tax collector to be vigilant in discor- 
ering citizens who have not paid taxes, 
and to enter all unreturned property 
cn a delinquent tax book and to er- 
deavor to collect all taxes due. Any 
value fixed on property by a tax payer 
or by the tax collector is subject 19 
review by the county board. 

No taxes shall be collected from anv 
person uniess his name appears on 
the tax books. 

Section 8 gives the board access to 
the tax assessments of all municipali- 
ties and to the tax books of towns and 
citles within the limits of the county; 
end authorizes it to 
citizen 
value of his own propefty or that of 
any other citizen. The boarg is given 
power to.add to the amount of any 
property returned so as to arrivé at a 
proper adjustment of the taxes. 

Powers of the Hoard, 

The board is given authority to en- 
force its subpoenas by punishment for 
contempt for failure of any witness to 
attend, or to testify, or to produce pa- 
pers as fully as the superior courts of 
the state are clothed with such power. 
Constables to serve the subpoenas of 
the board are provided for. 

Section 9 says that in all cases where 
the valuation of property is increased, 
notice of such increase must be given 
to the tax payer and he be given an 
opportunity to be heard. Appeal from 
the decision of the county board shall 
lie to a jury of the superior court. 

A new section is added setting forth 
how the appeal may be taken, and how 
the contested case may be carried up 
from the superior court of the county 
to the supreme court of Georgia. 

Section 10 requfres the-county boara 
to diligently inquire as to property 
of any class in the-county which is 
subject to taxation, and to require any 
tax payer to produce his books, papers 
and documents in the attempt to lo- 
cate hidden property other than real 
estate. 

Section 11 provides that the instruc. 
tions of the state board as to raising 
or lowering the percentage at which 
property is returned for taxation, shal! 
be put into effect uniformly by the 
estate. 

Section 12 fixes the compensation of 
members of the board at $5 a day for 
the days actually engaged in their 
work, and limits the number in direct 
proportion to the population of the 
county; the number of working days 
varying from 20, in counties less than 
20,000 population, to 90 in counties 
having more than 756,000 population. 

State Board Provided. 

Section 13 provides for a state board 
of tax returns and valuations, consist- 
ing of three members, to be appointed 
by the governor, to serve for terms of 
two, feur and six years, respectively, 
from January 1, 1911. Different sec- 
tions of the state are to be represented 
as far as possible in these appoint- 
ments. The governor is also authoriz- 
ed to fill any vacancies on the board. 

Section 14 gives to the state board 
authority om appeal by any public 
utility corporation, to supervise the 
returns of such corporation and the 
valuaticn placed thereon by the comp- 
troller general and to finally decide the

Section 15 requires the comptroller 
general to submit the tax digests from 
the several counties to the state board, 
who shall examine and compare such 
digests “for the purpose of ascertain- 
ing whether there is a uniform valua- 
tion of the property of the state for 
the purpose of taxation, and to ascer- 
tain whether the valuations shown in 
said digest are reasonably uniform, as 
compared with the actual market value 
of the property.” The board is au- 
thorized to add to the total returns 
from the county such a percentum 
as shal] appear to them to be right, 
Such additions to apply uniformly to 
all property in the digest. The county 
boards shall be given an opportunity 
to be heard before such increase shall 
be made final. 

Appeals From Decisions. 

Section 16 proving how appeals from 
the decisions of county boards may be 
made, was stricken. 

Section 17 provides that the members 
of the state board immediately upon 
appointment shall begin to thoroughly 
familiarize themselves with the values 
of property in various sections of the 
State. 

Section 18 specifies that the state 
board shall certify to the county board 
any judgment or order of said board 
as to tax viuation in such county 
before Octéber 1, 1911, said valuation 
be accepted as the basis for 
taxation in 1912. Orders of the 
state board are made binding upon the 
county boards. 

Section 19 prescribes 
meetings shall be 
board. 

Section 20 provides for the employ- 
ment of a clerk of the state board at 
a salary of $1,800 a year. 

Section 21 fixes the salaries of mem- 
bers of the state board at $1,500 «a 
year.

Crippen and Ethel Leneve are on 
board the steamship Sardinian, which 
sailed from Havre for Montreal on 
July 18. It is variously stated in the 
newspapers that nspector!l Dew sailed 
for Canada on the steamer Laurentic, 
the steamer Caronila and the steamer 
Baltic, but the police refuse to di- 
vulge which of these ig carrying the 
inspector as a passenger. 

According to a cireumstantial story 
from Havre, two hours before the de- 
parture of the Sardinian, two passen- 
gers who were registered as the Rev. 
Mr. Robinson and son, boarded the 
vessel. The former was attired in 
clerical garments. He wore spectacles 
and had a short straggling, and ap- 
parently new-grown beard, but no mus- 
tache. The most noticeable feature 
was the man's heavy projecting eye- 
brows. The new-comers' engaged a 
second-class cabin. 

Alleged Son a Girl. 

No suspicion attached to the couple 
until the steward noticed that the Rev. 
Mr. Robinson's eyebrow was slightly 
separated from the forehead. On fur- 
ther watching the steward was as- 
sured that the alleged son was a girl. 

The captain of the vessel sent a 
wireless description of the two to the 
French police, giving it as his opin- 
ion that the couple were really Dr. 
Crippen and the Leneve woman. The 
French police communicated with the 
British authorities, who are of the 
opinion that Crippen and his compan- 
ion, after fleeing from London, sepa- 
rated in the south of France and re- 
joined each other at Marseilles, travel- 
ing together from that place to Havre.

STATE TREASURY: 
CHOKED WITH CASH 


Minnesota Has So Much 
Money Taxes'May Be 
Abolished. 


Minneapolis, Minn., July 23.—cftI- 
zens of Minnesota may not be called 
upon to pay taxes next Year. At pres- 
ent the treasury of the state is groan- 
ing under the burden of a_ surplus 
which has never been duplicated. On 
October 1 there will be nearly $4,000,- 
000 in the state treasury. On October 
1, 1909, there was approximately 
$2,000,000 in the treasury. 

The unusual amount of money in 
the state’s cash box has come about 
through the successful settlement of 
cases which have netted the common- 
wealth large sums of money. The larg- 
est of these items came from the set- 
tlement of the lumber cases, the gross 
earnings tax cases, the Kennedy in- 


heritance tax cases and others. 


Not only have large sums of money 
come into the treasury, but they will 
result in constantly augmenting 
streams of gold in the direction of the 
state’s coffers, so that Minnesota bids 
fair to become a state unique in the 
history of taxation—a state that may 
find it necessary to tax its people one 
cent for the general maintenance of 
state government.

Stocks Held in Control on the 
Dividend Cut of Na- 
tional Lead. 


New York, July 23.—Today’s stock 
market still .resisted the sentiment 
which awoke with the eut in the Nea- 
tional Lead dividend. The significance 
‘of that action as & symptom of a gen- 
eral condition loses force, Dut as a4 
manifestation of stock market financ- 
ing and manipuiation on the part of a 
pewerful group, its ability to cause 
uneasiness steil holds. That abiiity 
grows mainiy out of the position of 
the same financial group in the copper 
industry, whose efforts to form 4n 
agreement to curtail production and 
hoid te prices have been reported. 
The adoption of a contrary policy of 
cutting prices to the level of sub- 
sistence.-only for the low cost pro- 
ducers of copper would entail conse- 
quences that are dreaded from 4 
speculative standpoint. The question 
of dividend maintenance was made to 
apply to United States Steel on account 
of theapproachof the dividend meet- 
ing next Tuesday. That stock sold 
down to a new low level for the year, 
but received influential support on the 
decline. 

Compilations were published of ralil- 
road earnings for. May, as reported to 
the interstate commerce commission, 
which showed for all roads reporting 
gains compared with May of last year 
Of $31,983,000, or 16.25 per cent in

n net. The showing is better both 
absolutely relatively than the April 
showing, when the increase over the 
preceding year was $27,164,000, or 11 
per cent in gross, and $3,578,000, or 
5.81 per cent in net. 

The bank statements showed a gain 
in actual cash holdings of upward of 
$16,000,000, but with only a nominal 
decrease in loans. The margin of the 
surplus was.swelled by $12,529,275, 
bringing it up $45,979,600. The strong 
position of the New York clearing 
house banks thus disclosed indicates a 
preparedness for such extra demands 
to move the crops as may result from 
the interior banking position. Details 
of the controlier’s report, arranged by 
banking groups, shows the loan ex- 
pansion of the last three months to 
be entirely outside the central reserve 
and other reserve cities, and wholly 
by the so-called country banks.

The state was to be shaken, he said, 
from center to circumference and all 
around the edges, then picked up and 
turned topside down. 

Not necessarily as the result of per- 
sonalities, be {t understood, for even 
the political forecaster’s wish was 
father to the thought that there would 
be none. 

But just on the plain, straightfor- 
ward and emphatic issues—and tHere 
were issues enough, he thought, to 
wake up the long-smothered fires of 
political enthustasm, and to sound one 
or two clarion calls that would ring 
down the welkin like thunder rolling 
under a cirrhus cloud. 

There was going .to be things do- 
ing—something almost every minute.

With a campaign on like this, no 
wonder a plea for peace failed to make 
even a dent in it. 

What's the use stirring about and 
wasting energy hunting for “peace,” 
when it has already become a drug on 
the market? 

As a matter of fact, if the peace clus- 
ters grow any larger, the chances are 
that scrapping may follow as an anti- 
climax. 

‘But, seriously enough, people all over 
weorgta are wondering what has be- 
come of the campaign. Where ig it: 
what's got it? 

As it stands now, the state has two 
announcements of'purport and tenor: 

“IT am in the race for governor.” 

Nothing more, nothing less. 

Having sald that, the campaign be- 
came bromidic, then lapsed slowly into 
a state of lumber. 

If not before, possiby it will take 
up on primary day. 

It looks now as if it will take that 
to awaken it.

Berlin, July 23.—In these days 

vhen half the world is watching Ger- 
many and wondering what she will 
do next in the way of military ex- 
pansion or aggression, the Krupp 
works constitute the hinge and pivot 
on which Germany's military strength 
turns. They are a constant menace to 
her foes. It is here that militant Ger- 
many’s inventive genius and produc- 
tive power are concentrated and here 
iz the birthplace of myriads of en- 
gines destined to deal out death and 
destruction to those who venture to 
thwart the Teuton will.

Argus-eyed jani- 
tors, semi-military guards and trusty 
agents have to be passed and, per- 
haps, outwitted before the stranger 
can approach the precincts of the 
Krupp’s.

day from every German business con- 
cern, But, they are shown only what 
it lies in the interest of Germany for 
them to see and nothing more. The 
officials of the works themselves are 
mostly in ignorance of the’ extent, 
destination and nature of the orders 
entrusted to their various departments. 
It is not only highly probable, but a 
matter of common talk that the vari- 
ous Officials possess no more informa- 
tion concerning their work than is ab- 
solutely necessary to execute the or- 
ders given them. All the threads of 
the works are held together in the 
hands of one or two trustworthy men, 
unimpeacheable and loyal, and of the 
highest standing. Idle curiosity, or 
meddlesomeness ma@y lead to unpleas- 
ant experiences at the hands of the 
various private detectives, plain clothes 
policemen, etc., told off to frustrate 
inconvenient investigations. Inquiries, 
unless especially sanctioned, may lead 
to detention and subsequent impris- 
onment as a foreign spy. 

The systematic protection afforded 
to Krupp’s by the German government 
has materially assisted the firm in its 
foreign trade. Orders have been fre- 
quently captured abroad, notably from 
minor states, such as Servia, in the 
teeth of English, American and French 
competitions; pressure has been 
brought to bear on such states by 
the Gerinan diplomatic representative. 
It ig stated in Germany by those who 
ought to know that Krupp’s orders 
have sometimes been made a sine-qua- 
non of the obtaiffing of loans at ad- 
vVantageous terms in the Fatherland. 
Necessitous states have, it is said, gone 
so far as to give orders for batteries 
of quick-firing guns, merely because 
they stood in need of financial sup- 
port. Other German and French ord- 
mance factories are embittered by 
such maneuvers. This embitterment 
has recently found expression in a 
remonstrance in the German reich- 
stag during the discussion of the Ger- 
man navaj budget. Count Oppersdorf, 
an ultramontand, complained of the 
“monopoly granted to Krupp’s and the 
firm's high prices.” In reply Admiral 
von Tirpitz stated that the German 
government was responsible for the 
enlargement of the Krupp works be- 
gun in 1907, for which an additional) 
loan of $12,500,000 was taken up, and 
that it had bound itseif to accept no 
other than Krupp armor plates and 
ordnance for a series of years. ‘Krupp’s 
foreign trade is also promoted by the 
German military instructors serving 
in foreign armies. They hav® not been 
slow to foist Krupp guns, armor plates 
and even torpedo boats on the coun- 
tries in which they were privileged to 
serve, 


? 
Vast Extent of Works. 


To a great many people the name of 
Krupp only implies the vast gun and 
armor plate factory at Essen. This 
conception does not correspond to facts. 
The firm comprises, in addition to the 
Essen factory, a huge shipbuilding 
yard—the “Germania’—at Kiel, three 
coal mines employing 10,000 men, iron 
ore mines in Germany and Spain, three 
huge smelting works at Engers, Neu- 
wied and Sayn, the Gruson armor plate 
works near Magdeburg, the “Annen” 
steel works at Annen, the “Friedrich 
Alfred” smelting works at Rheinhau- 
sen-Friemersheim and aéié shipping 
wharf with ocean-going steamships at 
Rotterdam. On the Ist of February, 
1910, there was a total of 67,662 men 
employed at these establishments, in- 
cluding 6,779 officials. 

As a striking instance of German 
energy. tenacity of purpose and thor- 
oughness it is ifteresting to go back 
to the humble origin of the mighty 
concern. 

At the opening of the Internationa! 
Exposition of 1851, gow. the Crystal 
Palace, Sydenham, London, a block of 
cast stee) weighting 5 cwt. and bearing 
the inscription “Large Block” ip bold, 
conspicuous lettering, attracted gen- 
eral attention. Among the wondering 
crowd was @ quiet individual. who, 
slipping out of the throng, hurried 


rapidly away. A few weeks later 
there stood side by side with the ex- 
hibit another block or cast steel of 
huge dimensions, weighing 45 cwt., on 
which was stamped in quite diminutive 
letters “Small Block.’ The quiet in- 
dividual was Alfred Krupp, at that 


block of crucible steel came from his 


time unknown to the world, and his | 


humble cottage factory at Essen, now 


standing .as a memento of bygone | 


days in the midst of one of the great- 
est factories in the world. 

Starting in 1810 in the small cottage 
factory with six workmen, Frederick 
Krupp began operations with the dog- 
ged purpose of achieving fame. Sacri- | 
ficing both resources and health to 
the object in view, he bequeathed at 
his death in 1826 nothing but a small 
forge and his secret of making crucible 
steel to his son, Alfred, then 14 years, 
of age. How this lad, imbued by a 
similar spirit converted, as if by a 
magician’s wand, the little forge into 
the huge works of the present day, 
works that have made his name re- 
nowned in every quarter of the globe, 
is a matter of common knowledge. Al- 
fred Krupp died and his son, Frederick 
Alfred Krupp, the friend of the Kaiser, 
reigned in his stead, continuing the/! 
same victorious path until the 22d of 
November, 1902, when he followed his 
fathers. After his death the works 
passed into the hands of the eldest 
daughter, Fraulein Bertha Krupp, the 
richest woman in Europe, and was 
converted into a company with a 
capital of $45,000,000 on the Ist of July, 
lyv3. 

The company is managed by a di- 
rectorate of ten members, who in their 
turn are answerabie to a board of five 


members, including Herr Krupp von 
Bohlen and Halbach, the husband of 
Fraulein Krupp, who possesses prac- 
tically all the shares of the company. 
Secret of Crucible Steel. 

It was the wecret of crucible steel 
bequeathed by Frederick Krupp to his 
son that made the Krupp works. _ Its 
incomparable qualities and purity have 
enabled perfectly homogeneous, uni- 
form and dense blocks to be cast. 
These characteristics caused the Prus- 
sian government to give the works 
their first order for 300 cannon, and 
from that day, the connection between 
the government and the works has 
never been severed. Huntsman, of 
Sheffield, an Englishman, had also dis- 
covered the secret of making crucible 
stee] some hundred years before Krupp 
and he manufactured it for some time 
there Unfortunately the secret was 
buried with him and lay dormant until 
revived by Krupp. 

it is impossible for .the uninitiated 
visitor to gather anything but a fleet- 
ing impression of the multifarious na- 
ture of the work carried on in the vast 
establishment, and it would take 
weeks to visit the sixty-five different 
departments that exist at Essen alone. 
In nine long extended cannon shops 
we seo grim monsters of warfare, from 
the baby mountain gun up to the naval 
and fortress gun of the largest caliber 
lying peacefully side by side. Among 
them are guns over 40 feet in length 
that weigh forty tons and are capable 


of hurling a projectile weighing eight 
hundredweight a distance of about 16 
miles There are others, the nickel- 
headed projectiles of which can pierce 
the strongest armor of any Dread- 
nought ‘afloat at a distance of three 
miles. Some of these -shelis are filled 
with over a thousand steel balls or 
more than sufficient to annihilate half 
an infantry regiment. Up to the pres- 
ent day Krupp’s have supplied the va- 
rious countries of the world with over 
50,000 cannon, the orders including 
naval guns, coast defense howitzers, 
siege guns, cannon for fortifications, 
mountain artillery, ete: 

If we go past the cannon shops we 
come to the crucible works. Here we 
find hundreds of men walking together 
in pairs, carrying between them on 
long sticks, white-hot crucibles of re- 
fractory clay, which contain the mys- 
terious mixture of steel claimed as an 
exclusive secret of the Krupp family 
from the time of Friedrich Krupp. The 


pairs advance singly and tilt the glow- 


: 


ing mass into the mould in which the 
giant block is born. In this manner 
blocks of 85 tons have been turned out. 
The process seems laborious and 
lengthy, but by its means solid steel 
blocks of any size can be produced 
which are entirely free from bubbles 
and flaws——-the despair of the manu- 
facturer. Some idea of the magnitude 
of the process involved can be gained 
from the fact that to supplement the 
Stock of crucibles a special pottery 
has been established within the works 
which turns out 4,800 daily. 


Giant Steam Hammer. 


Some way further we see the famous 
steam hammer, “Fritz,” the giant of 
the 160 steam hammers at work in 
the establishment. “Fritz” was con- 
structed in 1860 by Alfred Krupp at 
a cost of $500,000. At that time Krupp’s 
competitors regarded his intention to 
set up the giant hammer, which pos- 
sesses a falling weight of fifty tons, 
as a sign of incipient madness. Un- 
deterred, Krupp continued, and today, 
after “Fritz” has been at work for fifty 
years, he is as useful as ever. The 
late Emperor Wilhelm was a great ad- 
mirer of this Brobdingnagian tool. 
Crackings nuts without injurying their 
kernels is a popular method of demon- 
strating the marvelous delicacy of its 
adjustment. 

In the armorplate department we 
see huge hydraulic presses, of which 
there are no less than 81 in the works 
and under which steel blocks are 
pressed and squeezed until compelled 
to assume the desired shape, no matter 
how large they may be. A huge cru- 
cible steel block, weighing no less than 
80 tons, is placed under a 6,000-ton 
hydraulic press; after being coaxed, 
handled and fofmed for half an hour, 
it emerges in the shape of the gi- 
gantic shaft of an ocean steamship, 
150 feet long. By the aid of a special 
mechanical apparatus the shaft is 
bored, the kernel being extracted in 
one piece. Other equally famous ma- 
chines are the hydraulic shears, which 
cut through three inches of solid ar- 
morplate, as if were cheese. Enor- 
mous bending presses of 10,000-ton 
pressure bend armorplates to any 
shape desired with infinite ease. The 
greatest armorplate, perhaps, that has 
ever been turned out in this depart- 
mént was exhibited at Dusseldorf, out- 
side the Krupp pavilion, during the 
exhibition of 1902. This unique con- 
struction Was not intended to serve 
any practical purpose, but was only 
shown to demonstrate the capabilities 
of the Krupp works, The plate weighs 
105 tons, is 40 feet in length, 10 feet 
wide, and 1 foot thickness. 

It is impossible to describe the im- 
mensity of the fittings and arrange- 
ments of the Essen establishment 
without giving a few figures. Suf- 


fice it to say that the firm has its own 


waterworks, makes its own gas and 
generates its own eléeotricity. The 
gas works supply more gas for the fac- 
tory-town than is used annually is 
Munich, namely, 20,000,000 of cubic me- 
ters annually. And yet the 37,000 gas 
jets distributed all over the establish- 
ment do not suffice for illuminating 
purposes, and electricity in the shape 
of 2,700 arc lamps and 30,000 incan- 
descent lights has to be pressed inte 
service. Over 300 steam boilers gen- 
érate the steam for the 7,200 different 
machines and the 2,224 electric motors 
at work. More than 450 miles of ca- 
ble and wire and over 600 telephone 
stations and 20 ‘telegraph stations 
are required to facilitate communica- 
tion throughout the works. The chem- 
ical physical department must also not 
be forgotten, as the constant expert- 
ments and investigations made form 
the keynote of the high excellence of 
the Krupp works. Three hundred and 
twenty thousand different analyses 
and investigations were made there 
last year. 


Three Shooting Ranges. 


The works at Essén are provided 
with three splendid shooting ranges, 
one 15 miles in length, for heavy ar- 
tillery, one 5 miles long and a smalier 
one for the trial of small guns, armor- 
plate, explosives, Large naval

-offiders of all nationalities can be seen 
at these ranges daily testing the guns 
ordered, Thus, Argentine and Chilian, 
Chinese ang Japanese military com- 
missions follow each other in rapid 
succession, and it has occurred that 
guns standing parallel to each other 
on the shooting ag have been point- 
ed at each other in gdeadly warfare 
later on. 

The “Germania” shipbuilding yard 
at Kiel deserves special mention as a 
Krupp institution, where some of the 
most modern of Germany’s Dread- 
noughts are undergoing completion. 
At the present moment there are seven 
slips situated there, all of which are 
fitted up to accommodate ships of the 
largest size. Four of these slips are 
covered over. In addition, there is 
another building ship for ships of spe- 
cial design. The whole of the yard at 
which 7,000 men are working at 
present is so constructed that in time 
of necessity all of the different work- 
shops can be extended by at least 30 
per cent. Of late years thé “Germania” 
yard has acquired a reputation for 
fast torpedo boats and submarines 
One of the finest ships in the German 
navy, the Dreadnought “Schleswig 
Holstein,” bears eloquent testimony to 
the capabilities of the yard. 

It is the boast of every German that 
his country is so thoroughly prepared 
and organized for war that she could 
fight her western and eastern neigh- 
bors simultaneously. This, I believe. 
to be the case. And it is the secret 
arming carried on with a set purpose 
without stir or vaunt, but unwaver- 
ingly that would enable her to do this 
and Krupp’s takes the lion’s share in 
these mighty preparations.as far is 
weapons of defense and officers are 
concerned.

He never put all 
the property which in fact belonged to 
him in his name, and the pieces above 
mentioned were allowed to remain in 
his wife’s name. But, as a matter of 
fact. the petitioners aver, that said 

ody improved the properties, made 
contracts therefor, superintended said 
improvements, and dealt with them as 
his own, and put his own money into 
said improvements.” 

Property on Fourteenth Street. 

The property referred to consists of 
a lot on the north side of East Four- 
teenth street, 50x207 feet, known as 
No. 10 East Fourteenth street, and 
valued at $11,000, and a lot on the 
north side of Jackson Place, 116x62 
feet, valued at $5,000.

Gus Dodd, the well-known manu- 
facture of Red Rock Ginger Ale, has 
postive proof that there is a man in 
Texas with a conscience. The proof

And on Tuesday night officers and 
men alike slept in the open, Without 
the protection of even 4 blanket, al- 
though the night was far from warm. 
Small wonder then that Morpheus could 
not long resist the wooings of the sol- 
dier Mddies when they tumbled once 
more. thoroughly fagged out, into a 


real bed. 

Great Work Done at Chickamaugs. 

That the ten days spent by the 
Georgia state troops at Chickamauga 
were used to far better advantage than 
ever before in the history of the mili- 
tia. none who were on the scene can 
doubt. The officers and men learned 
more of what is really expected of a 
soldier, more of trow it should be done 
and more of when to do it, in the short 
ter days they were away than they 
could possibly have learned here in 
even ten years. 

With the troops in an armory only 
the theoretical side of many subjects 
ean be taken up. At Chickamauga, 
where regular army officers were de- 
tailed to instruct both officers and 
men of the national guard, theory was 
almost entirely abandoned to give place 
to actual practice. That the displace- 
ment proved beneficiary to all con- 
eerned none can doubt. 

Not “Tin Seldiers.” 

Beldom does the civilian who has not 
come closely in touch with the national 
‘guard organization realize what the 
body as a whole stands for. Many of 
the thoughtless uninformed refer to 
the militiamen as “tin soldiers,” with 
the accent on the “tin.” That this 
gobriquet might have been applicable 
im the past. when men joined the 
national guard because of the glamor 
and the flash of expensive uniforms, 
makes it no less a fact that any name 
now applied to the men who make up 
the state troops with the intention of 
belittling either their motives or that 
ability to be real soldiers stamps the) 
giver as either uninformed or thought- | 
less. 

In the past military companies were 
in a large measure social organiza- 
tions with a military feature. Expen- 
sive uniforms, costing fabulous prices, 
were bought and paid for by public 
subscriptions; there was a glitter, a 
giamor, a flash of yards of gold braid, 
the blare of brass bands on every drill 
night, and the applauding cheers of 
the hundreds as the beautiful uniforms 
flashed past to the tune of “Dixie.” That 
any man should like to be part of 
such an organization is not strange. 

All This Has Changed. 

Now everything has changed. The 
companies are no longer allowed to 
wear any save uniforms issued by the 
federal government. The gold braid 


has been discarded; the epaulets have

But these are not the only 
The men who make up the 
guard of Georgia today are not the 
Staid, middle-aged men of twenty 
years ago, who had time for - little 
Save an occasional dress parade. The

ranks are now filled with young men | 


—men who care little for the tinsel, 
but like the work, and the officers’ 
ranks are recruited from the enlisted 
men. 

Under the old regime, a schoo! of 
instruction, such as is now being held 
at Chickamauga, would have been an 
impossibility. The members of the va- 
rious companies over the state would 
have had neither the time nor the in- 
clinati : to attend. They expected 
nothing more serious tn the shape of 
military @uty than an occasional 
dress parade or a trip to some expo- 
sition, where their gaudy uniforms 
would be given an opportunity to 
shine. 


Today the companies go to encamp- 
ment*with almost their full strength— 
all healthy, strong-limbed young Ameri- 
cans, who would be the first to raise 
a shout of joy at being given a chance 
to go to the front were actual war de- 
clared. 


But with the advanced methods in 
warfare, to send untrained men to 
the front is worse than sending no 
men at all, as they would clog the 
fields, the hospitals ang only be in 
the way of the efficient soldier. There- 
fore, to make the national guardsmen 
as nearly efficient soldiers as possible. 
the federal government is spending 
millions of dollars annually. A goodly 
portion of this goes for the mainte- 
nance of schools of instruction. such 
as is now being held at Chickamauga 
park. 


What They Teach Soldiers. 


Experience has shown that more 
men<die of disease during time of war 
than are killed in battle. Often dis- 
ease is responsible for two-thirds of 
the deaths, and often more. Realizing 
this, members of the national guard 
are first instructed in means of sani- 
tation, hygiene and the iike. The en- 
campments of the Georgia troops 
while at Chickamauga were models of 
, Cleanliness, army officers ana inspec- 
tors seeing that they remained so. 
And into the minds of the militia 
officers was instilled the thought, 
“Sanitation ahead of everything else.’ 

No matter where a camp is located, 
certain things must be done, if the 
camp is to be used for even so short 
a dime as a week. No standing or stag- 
nant water will be allowed, the camp 
being thoroughly ditched and drained. 
If there is amy doubt about the pu- 
rity of the drinking water, every man 
is required to boll his water before 
crinking. After a day's march or 
maneuvers, the men are ordered to 
take a cold shower bath, paying es- 
pecial attention to their feet, with a 
view to averting sores and blisters. 

The horses attached to a regiment 
cannot, under the present conditions, 
be corralied closer than 100 yards 
from the tents. Smal! crematories for 
the destruction of all refuse are erect- 
ed, the streets o fthe companies are 
eystematically cleared of every bit of 
paper and*trash twice daliy. and av- 
erything possible to keep the camp *n 
perfect order is done. In the pert 


\ 


ability to keep himself out of sight as 
much as possible. At the outbreak of 
the civil war, companies went into ac- 
tion marching shoulder to shoulder. 
Today such tactics would be suicidal. 
Consequently neither time nor pains 


| 


are spared in teaching a man how to 
take advantage of every possible bit 
of cover the ground over which he is 
passing affords. 

A smal! rock, a rise, a gully only 6 
inches deep, grass only a foot high, 
underbrush, trees, any and everything 
that may partially or wholly hide him 
from the enemy’s fire or view ts util- 
ized. As a consequence, even militia 
regiments have learned to cross open 
fields in such a manner gs to allow 
Cnly occasional glimpses of a man 
here and there. To the untrained eye 
Such an advance would be practically 
imperceptible except for the firing of | 
the advancing line. 

Both militia and regular army of- 
ficers spent many weary hours while 
the Georgia troovs were at Chicka- 
mauga showing their men how these 
advances under cover should be made. 
There was nothing left to chance, 
e, ther. Individual instruction was 
xiven wherever it seemed necessary, 
the officers often taking a man’s 
place and showifig him exactly how 
it should be done. 

Keeping Guns Clean. 

Without guns in proper working or- 
der, a force of men are worse than 
useless. Without proper instruction, 
nme man can learn to properly care for 
the modern army gun and get the 
maximum efficiency from it. 

There were several showers while 
the troops were at Chickamauga, and 
the exceptionally heavy dews wet the 
grass as much as a shower. As a con- 
sequence, the guns needed cleaning 
after every drill, and that every part 
was thoroughly rubbed dry and oiled 
after being wet was seen to. The men 
thus became as familiar with their 
guns as handling them is possible to 
make one. 

Were a riot call turned in in At- 
lanta tomorrow, the members of the 
national guard here would be far more 
confident in handling guns with which 
they are familiar than they could pos- 
sibly be otherwise. As a consequence, 
the increase in the efficiency of the 
force mustered is not hard to reckon. 

Discipline. 


Discipline, which Is of almost para- 
mount importance, can be taught bet- 
ter by precept than by example. While 
in the school of instruction, the na- 
tional guardsmen worked shoulder to 
shoulder with the regulars, and saw 
from day to day the unquestioning 
obedience to every command issued by 
an officer. They realized more fully 
than ever before that respect belongs 
to an office whether or not the holder 
thereof is worthy; that a soldier must 
obey without. question, if he is really 
to be.a soldier, and that only in obe- 
dience does efficiency lie. 

Time and again, while in camp, the 
Fifth Georgia, as well as the other 
regiments from this state, was com- 
plimented by regular army officers 
upon the discipline maintained. And 
yet, as good as the discipline had been 
before, it took no close observer to see 
that the rank and file of the Georgia 
troops left the encampment with new 
ideas as to discipline, with even great- 
er respect for their officers, and. with 


the conviction that officers should be 
respected and obeyed not from a sense 
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with the 52 pounds of baggage which 
goes to make up the “heavy marching” 
equipment of every soldier. They had 
an opportunity to acquire a vast store 
of knowledge about sanitation and 
hygiene. 

In fact, they had what the govern- 
ment intended—an opportunity’ to 
make of themselves efficient soldiers. 
And no one who was actually on the 
ground and saw the men work pa- 
tiently from day to day, saw them

E. H. WALKER OPTIMISTIC 
OVER GOVERNOR’S RACE 


Candidate Believes He Will Be 
Aided by Withdrawal of 
Judge Hart. 


With the books closed and no pos- 
sibility of other candidates entering 
the gubernatorial race, Edward H. 
Walker, candidate for governor on the 
“Do Things’. platform, believes that 
his chances of election are better to- 
day than at any time in the past. 
From almost every section of the state 
Mr. Walker is receiving letters ani 
telegrams assuring him the support of 
the senders, while at his office in the 
Grant building, scores of friends cai! 
daily to make the same pledge. 

Mr. Walker feels that since the wita- 
drawal of Attorney General Jehn C. 
Hart from the race, there can no lor- 
ger be any question but that the fight 
between ex-Governor Smith and Gov- 
ernor Brown will be a warm once.

the present convict law is a great 
thing for Georgia, giving all the coun- 
ties some return for the expense of 
prosecuting criminals, an expense 
which in past years has been very 
heavy.

Editor Constitution: Under date of 
20th inst., 1 notice an article from 
Judge Hutchens, chairman of the pris- 
on commission, in reply to questions or 
criticism of the employment of in- 
spectors, and Judge Hutchens has 
undoubtedly shown even to the mind of 
the most skeptical that the board not 
only had the legal right to make the 
appointments that have been male, but 
even more supervisors and at a high- 
er salary than they are now paying. 
In commercial parlance this would be 
considered good business, but in poli- 
tics I don’t suppose it counts. It is not 
my purpose to defend the gentlemen 
of the prison commission, for their ac- 
tions need no defense. And Judge 
Hutchens has in his article demonstrat- 
ed very clearly that they can take carc 
of themselves. 

But there are some things in this 
connection that seem to me demand 
the consideration and appreciation of 
every good citizen of Georgia. For 
years and years every county in the 
state has borne the expense of prose- 
cuting her criminals, and only since the 
new convict act has any of them ever 
received very much in return for this 
enormous expense. And when we real- 
ize this expense, together with the ex- 
pense of free labor road work, and dif- 
ference in results obtained, it occurs to 
me a fine time for words of encourage- 
ment and help to everyone connected 
with or interested in the system, in- 
stead of censure of those who have this 
important-—work in charge. Our county, 
while a very smal! one, saved $7,602.39 
last year by working convicts, as com- 
pared with same time by free labor. 
While I am well aware that the prison 
commission did not pass the act, yet I 
do say without fear of successful con- 
tradiction that they, their supervisors, 
inspectors and efficient secretary (Mr. 
Yaneey) have contributed more to the 
success of the system than any other 
force in the state... Our county had 
never worked convicts until October, 
1908, under the present act; new and 
experienced as we were, with the aid 
and services of those connected with 
the prison commission, we have han- 
died convicts quite satisfactorily to our 
citizens, and point with pride to some 
road-buliding that we have done. 

I regard the frequent visits of the 
inspectors and supervisors (at nv 
Stated time) to our camps and copn- 
victs essential to the success of th- 
rystem and humane treatment of the 
men. Today e of the inspectors viz- 
ited our cane taut as dinner was be- 
ing sent out to the gang, inspected 
each bucket as to quality and quan- 
tity of food, found one man sick, quies- 
tloned ‘him as to treatment and atten- 
ticn, inspected beds, bedding, clothing. 
etc., falked to each of the men gath- 
ering information that can be obtainec 
in no other way. We have received 
much help from these visits, and am 
sure we are more careful than we 
ctherwise would be were it not for 
these unexpected or rather s ap- 


letter of Mr. Eakes and the 
the board of comniis- 


sometimes as late as 6 o’clock in the 
afternoon, by waiting for a short tim: 
I have always received that careft! 
8rd courteous treatment which is 
characteristic of thse gentlemen in 
their desire and effert to cooperate 
with us in this work. 

As I see it, viewed from our stand- 
point, the present ccnvict law is a 
great thing in Georgia, and as being 
evidenced in nearly every county is a 
success under the present arrange- 
ment and management. This being 
true, why not perfect and build up in- 
stead of trying to tear down 

I am not an applicant for any posi- 
tion at the hands of the prison board, 
but I do believe that public officers 
who have been faithful to their trust 
and have made a success of a new and 
untried law should be encouraged in- 
stead of condemned. This is written 
without the knowledge or consent of 
the prison commission.

Copper Hill, Tenn., July 23—Wonders 
will never cease, New industries are 
springing up all over the world like 
mushrooms overnight. Some scientist 
evolves a plan for making something 
that has been manufactured for years 
in @ quicker and more complete way 
and thie revolutionizes the trade in 
that particular industry. 

Such is the case in this little city. 
There. are two wonderful industries 
being conducted here. The refining of 
copper and the manufacture of sul- 
‘phuric acid. These industries have 
beetr’in vogue for some time, but it.is 
Goubtful if one-tenth of the people of 
the south today realize the magnitude 
of the venture as is evidenced by the 
stupendous plant in,operation here. 

The plant is the property of.the Ten- 
nessee Copper Company. When the 
‘plant. was established the primary ob- 
ject* was the refining of copper for 
commercial] uses. The original plant 
wag built for this purpose alone and 
with no ‘thought whatsoever of the 
manufacture of sulphuric acid’ But 
the progress of the times and scientific 
advancément brought on such a state 
of affairs as to make the manufacture 
of sulphuric acid a kind of co-venture 
with the refining of copper. 

Thus as time advanced, the means 
of refining copper were changed from 
one phase of manufacture, aslow proc- 
ess, tO a more complete and better 
process until it reached the present 
stage of perfection. But it even went 
further. With the new method of re- 
fining copper came the co-venture, the 
manufacture of sulphuric acid. It 
came almost suddenly, so to. speak, de- 
spite the fact that several months 
elapsed before a succesful plan was 
put into operation whereby the manu- 
facture of sulphuric acid was associ- 
ated with the refining of copper. 

To. delve back into the past a little 
would make the present industries 
seem larger, greater and more up-to- 
Gate and a few paragraphs on this sub- 
ject would not be amiss. 

“Open Roast Heaps,” 

From 1901 to 1904 the Tennessee 
Copper Company burned their ore in 
what was called “open roast heaps,” 
much on the order of an ordinary camp 
fire over which a kettle of water was 
bolling. The fumes from this process 
swept over the country-at-large, roll- 
ing away in cireles and settling-mn the 
surrounding country and devastating 
qepops, vegetation and foliage, this 
emoke containing sulphuric gases in 
such quantity as to make the growing 
of crops practically an impossibiNty 
within a radius of 20 miles of the 
plant. 

This started an agitation against the 
eompany by the state of Georgia, the 
Case being carried to the supreme 
eourt and a strenuous legal fight was 
made by both sides. The state's con- 
tention was that the smoke was doing 
damage, and in 1905 the company dis- 
continued its open heap roasting. 

The smelter form of roasting was 
then installed, but the year previous 
the company had commenced buildjng 
@ tremendous stack to carry off the 
gases. In 1906 this stack was put into 
operation, the ore being ,roasted in 
furnaces especially constructed for this 
work, the green ore being put into 
the furnaces, the process being known 
as “pyritic’ smelting. 

But the stack did not eliminate all 
the demage, although it did eliminate a 
little over half. The stack by reason 
of its heighth, 375 feet, which is m@¥e 
than twice as high as the Candler 
Building ‘in Atlanta, spread the gases 
over a large area before they settled 
to the ground. By virtue of their 
Mixing with the air they became 4di- 
luted to! some extent and were not as 
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This show one of the blast furnaées where the ore is smelted. It is

It was reconstructed with a flue area 
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strong when they hit the vegetation 
and Gid not destroy so much as the re- 
sult. It was estimated at the time 
that the stack eliminated at least 7% 
per cent of the damage. 

However. legal suits were pending 
against the company and others were 
being brought all the time, and in 1906 
a suit was brought before the supreme 
court of the United States by the 
state of Georgia to prevent the over- 
running of its territory by these ob- 
noxious gases. 

Georgia Takes Action. 

The supreme court ruled that the 
state could insist upon its technical 
rights to prevent the encroachment 
of its territory by these gases if it 
so desired, but that the state would 
have to take its own initiative in the 
matter, and as sovereign authority 
could, through its attorney general, 
bring suit against the company. The 
company contended that the state was 
not an individual and- hence had no 
right to press suit against a party of 
individuals. This matter the supreme 
court did not finally settle. 

The state, however, insisted upon its 
right, being pressed by the citizens of 
Fannin and Gilmer counties, the coun- 
ties adjoining the plant and the ones 
in the “infécted district.”” and prac- 
tically ordered the Tennessee Copper 
Company to control the fumes tha 
were preventing the raising of cro’ » 
or they would take steps to closé them 
up. 

The Tennessee Copper Company act- 
ed in good faith in the matter, an 
promised the state of Georgia that 
they would do all in their power to 
control these fumes or lessen them in 
some way, though at the time not 
knowing just how they were going to 
do it. These promises they lived up to 
faithfully, as will be seen. 

In May, 1907, there bobbed up from 
somewhere, no one seems to know 
where exactly, a young chemical en- 
gineer with an idea. He had made a 
great discovery. He Interested the di- 
rectors of the company to such an ex- 
tent that they finally appropriated 
money for him to experiment with his 
process. 

Right here it should be stated that 
this man had an idea. That was all. 
He was staking his professional repu- 
tation upon this one venture—his 
whole future. He had never even tried 
to work out the idea with which his 
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mind was imbued, even on a small 
scale or by a model. 
The Inventor. 

This man was F. J. Falding, and to 
him can be attributed the discovery 
of the controlling of fumes from smelt- 
ing ore into liquid form and condens- 
ing them into that shape and making 
acid of them. 

The directors of the company admit 
now, looking back on the past, 
that they would not take the step 
again, when it is taken ‘nto consider- 
ation that they had only the assur- 
ance of a young chemical engineer, 
with neither reputation or money be- 
hind him, Just a personality, that per- 
suaded them to go into the venture. 

Mr. Falding began experimenting. 
He built his machinery, enlarged it 
and kept on enlarging it and going 
back to dhe directors for more money 
for more enlargements. He urged them 
into making the appropriations, and 
they admit that they.spent $650,000 on 
experiments before a wheel was turn- 
ed, and. a cool $1,000,000 without even 
knowing whether thé venture was go- 
ing to be a success or hot. It takes 
nerve for a venture of this kind. 

But it proved a success. When the 
machinery was set into motion, the 
fumes condensed into liquid form and 
came out sulphuric acid, but only in 
a small proportion, too small to as- 
sure at that time commercfal usage. 
Byt it had been a. success, and Mr. 
Falding’s repytation was saved. But 
not so his health... For a week he 
stayed night and day at the plaft 
watching the machinery with eagle 
eye, testing every valve, pipe, screw 
and compartment of the great venture. 
until he broke down a nervous wreck. 

The company sent him on a vaca- 
tion to regain his health. A new 
chemical engineer was employed in 
the person of Utley Wedge, who is now 
connected with the company as its 
chemical engineer. Mr. Wedge brought 
to a final state of perfection the work 
which Mr. Falding started, and finish- 
ed up the first plant of its kind in 
the world, a plant that retained the 
fumes from the furnaces and turned 
them. into an acid by a condefsing 
process. 

Thus for the history of the coming 
about by scientific methods of the 
making of sulphuric aci@? in a new and 
novel way, and as an associate indus- 
try to the great industry of refining 


copper. 
The Great Piant. 

The plant where these two indus-. 
tries are conducted is a wonderfully 
stupendous undertaking. It is so stu- 
pendous, 8o intricate and so complete 
that a visitor to the plant on a tour 
of inspection cpuld hardly remember 
the salient poikts of®the plant, but 
the following description will in a 
meagre way give to the readers a 
vague idea of what is being done in 
this city 

To begin with,- the Tennessee Cop- 
per Company employs in all 1,400 men.. 
operates four mines in addition to this 
plant, the ore used in the’ manufacture 
of these two big commercial products 
being secured from these mines and 
transported to the plant by means of 
the company’s own railroads, the to- 
tal mileage of which is 12 miles. 

Every mode of conveyance in the 
plant proper is by trolley, the company 
generating its own electric power in 
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ceive the benefit of this unusual offer. -

If you are a subscriber to 
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three smal! ones supplying the power 
for the entire plant, two generators 
supplying the air in the different 
processes of clooling and heating, and 
two electric engines that supply the 
electricity. An interesting point to 
note here is that the windows of this 
room are kept open winter and sum- 
mer. Were they closed the powerful 
generators would suck the sides of the 
building in. 

Every modern convenience can also 
be found in the furnace rooms. These 
huge furnaces are only attended by 
fcur men on each shift, their work 
being minimized by automatic con- 
trivances. The coal, of which three 
car loads ate used each day, is 
dumped into a chute, carried to the 
furnaces by automatically moving 
buckets and fed to the furnaces by 
automatic stokers, The same buckets 
that bring the coal to the furnaces 
take away the ashes to a long chute, 
dump them there and they are then 
rushed several hundred yards off to 
the dump’ pile through another long 
chute by aid of a strong stream of 
water. 

The Biast Furuaces. 

It is in the blast furnaces where the 
ore is smelted. Each car load of ore 
is carefully weighed and proportioned, 
so much ore, so auch quartz frock and 
so much coke being put in each car 
and emptied into these furnaces. It 
is a coincidence that the ore could 
not be melted by itself, but it is only 
by mixing {ft with this quartz rock 
and the: contact betwedn the two that 
it can be melted. 

When the car load of coke, quartz 
and ore is dumped into these fur- 


naces, the coke is on top, 6 per cent | 


of coke to th® quantity of ore and 


aatenennenentttneemetaiael 


being the pvroportion in each 
car load. The air from the generators 
is blown into these blast furnaces 
from the bottom, keeping the mate- 
rial in a constant heat and fire and 
melting the new material as it is 
added and igniting the coke, thus 
keeping up an even temperature all 
the time. 

The automatic thermometers that 
register the different heats through 
the entire procegs should not be over- 
looked in this connection. Fach 
device, no matter in what part of the 
plant it ig located, has its automatic 
thermometer, testing the heat at these 
points, and an even temperature is 
reached and kept at all these points, 
according te the process, at all times 
during the day and night, the plant 
being kept running all the time. 

The ore is smelted first to get out 
the copper, it being estimated that 
the liquid metal, as it runs out and is 
separated, is 10 per cent copper. Then 
it is smelted again and comes out 35 
cent, and is then tapped into convert- 
ers similar to those used at the Besse- 
mer gtee] works, and so on until the 
pure product, as shipped, is poured 
into molds and molded and is then 99% 
per cent pure copper. 

After the copper is separated from 
the other minerals in the ore, there is 
a huge waste, which is poured out in 
molten form, red hot, into buckets and 
carried to the dump, where it is 
poured out. This waste fs, in the ma- 
jority, tron, but as another mineral is 
associated with it, it is valueless com- 
mercially. However, someone is com- 
ing along shortly with a method to 
separate the iron in this wgste from 
the other mineral, and another kin- 
dred industry will be conducted and 


quartz 
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the plant further enlarged: So it !s 
always. One thing leads to another," 
and at the present time there are 
5,000,000 tons of this waste lying on 
the dump. 

The Acid-Making. 

Then we come to the manufacture of | 
sulphuric acid. The fumes from the 
blast furnaces go throtgh large 
conduits and smaller ones, being 
blown into these chambers by médns 
of the air as generated by the genera- 
tors, aS spoken of above, until they 
reach the chambers which were in- 
vented by Mr. Falding. Here it would 
be interesting to note the size of these 
chambers. 

There are twenty-six of these 
chambers at the present. time, 5@ feet 
wide by 50 feet broad by 75 feet high, 
end 72 smaller ones 10 feet wide by 10 
feet broad by 70 feet high. They are 
constructed of solid lead, fastened on 
steel frame work, the lead sides be- 
ing about half an inch thick and sol- 
dered together in such a way as to 
be air-tight. 

Lead is used in the construction of 
these chambers, as it is the only metal 
that will withstand sulphuric acid. 
There ie at the present time 2,100,000 
cubic feet of chamber space represent- 
ed by these chambers, and when: the 
additional, thatare now . “~# built, are 
ccmpleted in the fail, them’ will be a 
total chamber space of 4,600,000 cubic 
fcet, showing the immensity of this 
plant. ' 

The fumes pour into the top of these 
chambers through a large aperture es- 
pecially constructed, each chamber being 
connected by means of these apper- 
tures, the fumes passing in one and cir- 
culating through the next one, always 
in motion. Through pipes are forced 
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steam and a small percentage of water. 
This vaporizes the fumes to such an 
extent that they fall toward. the. bot- 
tom of these tanks and form a liquid, 
and are then allowed to run out into 
pipes which carry them to what is 
known as the Glover towers, called 
that by reason of the inventor's name, 
where they go through a series of 
purification. 


Crystallize@ Nitre Used. 

Nitre imported from Chili is used 
in the manufacture of sulphuric acid, 
being supplied in the crystallized form. 
It becomes a liquid just iike the other, 
being an ingredient of the sulphurte 
acid until] separated during the process 
of elimination that it goes through. 
From the Glover tower, the acid runs 
to the Guy-Lussgac tower, after being 
cooled first on large coolers 18 inches 
in diameter, but it is in the Glover 
tower that the nitric acid is lib- 
erated and in the Guy-Lussac tow- 
er that it is caught up again and 
sent back through the plant to perform 
its duty over again, though in a much 
weakened condition, the adding of the 
crystallized nitre from Chili keeping up 
the strength of the acid at all times, 
This nitric acid could not be caught 
but for the cooling process. 

The acid then runs on through to the 
large storage tanks at the end of the 
plant, these reminding one of a field 
of huge black mushrooms by their 
shape. When it reaches these, it is 
in a state of perfection, ready for 
shipment. There are 24 of these steg- 
@ge tanks and they hold as a total 15,- 
000 tons of acid. The acid is then 
kept im storage until shipped in the 
specially-designed cars, much on the 
— of those used in transporting 
° 

This plant is turning out an average 
of 700 to 800 tons of acid a day and 
they have a ready market for it. In 
addition, they turned out last year 
1,400,000 pounds of copper, 438,000 tons 
of material being used to get that 
much copper. 


Social Features. 


The plant is not without its social 
featurés, a modern clubhouse with bilke- 
lard and pool tables, bowling alleys, 
reading and reception rooms and a 
swimming pool, making it quite an at- 
tractive place for the members. There 
are at the present time 40 resident 
members of the club and 15 non-resi- 
dent members and the membership ‘te 
growing each week. 

At the mines at Ducktown, the com-\ 
pany has spent $10,000 for the erection 
of a Young Men's Christian Associa- 
tion building for the laborers, which 
will be completed tn the fall.

This 
building is haridsomély equipped with 
every convenience and will be a source 
of much amusement for the men whom 
not working.

Will Reap Rich Harvest. 

The advertising of Georgia's re- 
sources should first be done by the 
cities and towns within her border, 
for they will reap a great harvest 
from the influx of new people. Our 
merchants should be awake and up 
and doing, and see to it that they at- 
tend the meetings of their business 
bodies whenever called to duty. But 
of all things preach advertising. Don't 
hide your good things under a bushel 
measure, but show them up to the 
world and let your light so shine that 
all the world may know of Georgia's 
prosperity. Moses, the ancient law- 
giver, records the fact that Baalam 
told King Balak, of Moab: “I will 
advertise thee what this people shall 
do,” and Shakespeare, the inspired 
tongue of later age, exclaims, “My 
griefs cry louder that advertisement.” 
From tables of stone and bark of 
trees to the perfecting press and the 
newspaper of the twentieth century is 
a cycle that reveals the racé from pury 
infancy to vigorous, intellectual man- 
hood.

Editor Constitution: Will the legis- 
lature adjourn again without making 
any effort to enact a state road law? 
Will it fail to make a uniform system 
requiring each county to work its 
own convicts? Will anything be done 
toward consolidating and making more 
uniform our multitudinous school sys- 


tem? 

It is safe to say that these are real 
live palpitating questions, the sensible 
and practical solution Of which means 
more to the general welfare of Georgia 
than any and all other questions com- 
bined which so far have been discussed 
or touched upon by the present legisla- 
ture. 

They are paramount to all others, 
and yet to all outward and inward ap- 
pearances no serious or earnest effort 
has been put forth in these directions. 
No state in the union has more road 
systems or school systems or convict 
systems—if, indeed, systems they may 
be called—than has Georgia. They are 
not even uniform in the different 
counties. In some counties the first 
two systems are almost as numerous 
as its militia districts. It is admitted 
by all political and practical econo” 
mists that educational and road insti- 
tutions vitally concern the whole state 
and are universal and impartial In their 
beneficial resulta to all classes anJ 
without respect to persons or localities, 
and no two institutions are more essen- 
tially necessary to the industrial, 
financial and moral advancement of a 
people; yet these basic factors are in 
their most practical applications left 
to the whims, prejudices and caprices 
of localities without even the means to 
put them into efficient operation. 

Education in its beneficial results 
and practical operation is a universal 
benefit to the state; roads are not only 
essential neighborhood, district and 
county public facilities, but are inter- 
county and interstate public utilities. 

Then, Why not a uniform state edu- 
cational and road system instéad of 
district and town systems in almost 


every county In Georgia? Statesmen 
ordinary and statebmen extraordinary 
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can set themselves to no more profitable 
task than the wise and immediate solu- 
tion of these questions. Let the self- 
constituted leaders of so-called great 
state issues (which are at present so 
palpably saterated with factional and 
personal politics) continue their fruit- 
lese wrangles, but let the average 
member get busy in dead earnest about 
some constructive statesmanship on 
the lines herein mentioned and your 
efforts shall be rewarded by the grati- 
tude of a grateful and long suffering 
people, and try to bear in mind that as 
the civic institutions of your county 
are improved and made more efficient 
in direct proportion shall the state be 
improved and benefited. 

The counties in the aggregate is the 
state. 

While these are merely statements of 
elementary principles, we often lose 
sight of them, especially when we get 
puffed up with great state and 
national questions which only re- 
motely concern the people, if at all.

Did you ever see such workmanship? 
It is a mass of decoration. 
are covered with beautiful 
and are inlaid with stones 
colors. Every angle has 
stones and these are 
wreaths, scrolls and frets of equi- 
site design. The Taj flower, as it 
called, is cut in bas-relief here and 
there out of the marble. Some of 
the decorations have fifty 
colored stones in a single setting, 
and before it was robbed of its beau- 
ties, some flowers contained a hun- 
dred or more. The jewels with which 
the building was inlaid cost more than 
10,000,000 rupees, and rajahs and kings 
sent gems and pearis and precious 
stones as well as silver and gold to 
aid in its decoration. Some of the 
beautiful inlaid work which. still 
stands are the Arabic inscriptions 
which run around the door and here 
and there over the walls. They are 
of characters in black marble inlaid 
, upon the white. Most of them are 
from the Koran, or Mohammedan Bi- 
ble; but not all. Il find one which 
reads as follows: 

“Saith Jesus, on whom be peace: 
This world is a bridge. Pass thou over 
it, but build thy soul not upon it. The 
world is one hour. Give its minutes 
to thy prayers, for the rest is unseen.” 

Inside the Taj. 

But let us enter this mighty monu- 
ment and stand under thé dome... We 
take off our hats and bow low, and our 
Mohhamedan guide removes his shoes. 
The floor upon which we are stand- 
ing is holy ground. It is a church 
and a tomb, the most beautiful of the 
kind known to man. The walls and 
floors are of the purest of marble. 
There are many alcoves and every- 
thing is wonderfully carved. Right 
under the dome, surrounded by a great 
fence of marble screens, lie the sar- 
cophagi, below which rest Shah Jehan, 
one of the most famous Mohammedan 
sultans of the past, and his wife, the 
beautiful Muntaz Mana], in whose hon- 
or this structure was built. Above 
these tombs, hanging down by a gold 
chain, is a lamp of bronze inlaid 
throughout with silver and gold. It 
wag hung only a few months ago, and 
was a present from Lord Curzon to 
Agra. It cost thousands of dollars, 
and took two years to make. When it 
was sent here it was accompanied by 
a letter from Lord Curzon, in which 
he said: 

“I would beg:that this lamp may 
always hang in the tomb as my last

At the 
end of that time Muntaz died and 
Shah Jehan went into mourning. His 
grief was such that his hatr became 
white within a few weeks. 
that time he denied himself to 
courtiers, and for two years refused 
all the pleasures of life. Every Friday, 
which is the Mohammedan Sunday, he 
visited his wife’s grave and over it 
read the prayers for the dead.

ing an Italian architect to make the 
designs." The work was begun within 
two years after the death of Muntaz 
Mahal. and for twenty-two years 20,- 
000 workmen ‘were dafly employed 
upon its construction.. Their labor was 
forced and they received only their 
food for their pay and of that they 
were cheated by the grafters of their 
times. The materials used were mar- 
ble and sandstone, 
the state quarries, and the precious 
stones, gold and silver and mother-of- 
pearl used for the inlaying were. gifts 
of rajahs and others. Nevertheless the 
structure cost al] told something Hke 
$5,000,000 or four times as much as 
our most beautiful government builld- 
ing, the national library at Washing- 
ton. The marble screen which I have 
described cost $16,000, and it took ten 
Originally it had a 
the work upon which 
screen of pure gold set with gems 
which cost more than $200,000. 

After the structure was completed 
Shah Jehan set aside the revenue of 
thirty villages to keep it in order, and 
he covered his wife’s sarcophagus 
with a pall embroidered with pearls. 
The records say that he mourned for 
this woman to the day of his death and 
that she had a great influence upon 
She was his companion and 
friend. He consulted with her on state 
affairs and trusted her with the royal 
seal and took her along with him on 
one of his military campaigns. She 
was noted for her beauty and charity, 
and it is said that she was religious 
and a special patron of indigent or- 
phans. Upon her tomb are now en- 
graved the ninety-nine names of God 
from the Koran and various Moham- 
medan texts. She is perhaps best re- 
membered of all Mohammedan women 
and of all her sex she has the greatest 
monument. A famous traveler who 
passed through here, in writing of the 
Taj, said: 

“lt asked my wife at the close of our 
visit what she thought of the build- 
ing.” “I cannot,” she said, “tell you 
what I think, for I know not how to 
eriticise such a building, but I can tell 
you how I feel. I would like to die to- 
morrow to have such? another over 


me. 
The Palaces of the Moguls. 

Puring my stay here and at Delhi I 
have gone through many of the pal- 
aces of these Mogul emperors of four 
and five hundred years ago. Their 
ruins are scattered throughout this 
part of India and some of the build- 
ings are still almost in perfect ae. 
dition. Others are battered and fall- 
ing to pieces. The great fort here at 
Agra, built by them, has walls 70 
feet high and more than a mile long. 
It has massive sandstone gates in- 
laid with marble and richly carved. 
Tix interior has an area equal to 4 
ized farm and its walis inclose 
the palaces, which surpassed in their 
splendor the descriptions of Moore 
and Byron of the glories of the Orient. 
Many of you have visited the jeweled 
chambers in the palace of Frederick 
the Great at Potsdam, outside of Ber 
lin. It was erected by that monarch 
when his treasury was low with the 
idea that his extravagance might 
create the impression that he had 
mcney to burn. One room of the pal- 
ace was walled with jewels and 
precious stones, but it 
pinchbeck apartment in comparison 
with some of the rooms in this fort 
at Delhi. 

The palace here has interior walls 
which were a lacework of marble, pil- 
lars inlaid with marble mosaic and 
room after room containing marble 
screens cut out like lace, but. the 
meshes of which were stone three 
inches through. The columns of some 
of the rooms were set with costly 
jewels. There were tables inlaid with 
precious stones, costly hangings and 
rugs worth a king’s ransom. The best 
part of the palace was bullt by Shah 
Jehan and one of its most beautiful 
divisions was the harem, where he 
kept his ninety-nine wives. I walked 
-through it today. At one place the 
velled ladies lovuked out through 
marble lacework into a court at the 
wares which the jewelers brought 
there for sale. In another is a marble

below angd in a third is a hall grander 
than any audience hall of the world. 
There were bathrooms lined with mir- 
rors and rose water fountains and in 
the court the floor had been divided 
up into a chess board upon which the 
Sulton played, using pretty. slave 
g-ris aS pawns and directing the 
movements by his voice.

On the Peacock Throne. 


During my visit to Delhi, I spent 
some time in the great palace there, 
and took photographs in the famous 
audience hall of this same Shah Jehan. 
This room: was of white marble inlaid 
with jewels and precious stones. The 
ceiling was of solid silver, ahd when 
put up it cost almost a million dol- 
lars. The silver was stolen and car- 
ried away, but an imitation of it in 
wood has taken its place at the direc- 
tion of Lord Curzon. The wooden cell- 
ing cannot long last, for the white 
ants, which eat everything wooden, 
are feasting upon it. It was in the 
back of this room that Shah Jahan sat 
in state upon the peacock throne. You 
have probably read of it. It was a 
chair of gold and jewelers, the back 
consisting of two peacocks tails sv 
inlaid with sapphires, rubies, emerald“, 
diamonds and pearls as to represent 
life. The throne itself was six feet 
long by four feet wide, just about the 
size of the ordinary double bed, and it 
Stood on six massive feet, which, like 
the back, were of solid ~oild iniald with 
rubies, emeralds and diamonds. Be«- 
tween the two peacocks was a parrot 
of the ordinary size, said to have been 
carved out of a single emerald, and 
over the whole was a canopy of gold 
upheld by twelve pillars emblazened 
with gems. This throne alone cost 
$25,000,000. It has been torn to pieces 
and the most of it carried away. Parts 
of it have been patched tcgether again 
into a smaller throne which is now in 
the possession of the Shah of Persia. 

As I stood In this audience hal) my 
Hindoo guide, who, by the way, is very 
conceited, pointed toa Persian inscrip- 
tion upon the wall, giving its transla- 
tion, which was: 


“If there is a paradise on earth, 


It it this! It is this! It is this!” 
and as he concluded, he said: “When 
Lady Curzon was here 1 showed her 
through this room and explained al! its 
beauties. Il read her the inscription 
and at the end she remarked: 

“Yes, and if there is a good guide in 
India 
You are he! You are he! You are he!” 
‘And perhaps the boy told the truth, 
but he is such an accomplished liar 
upon al] other subjects that I doubt it.

From her dock 
at Hoboken, N. J., the Portsmouth will 
be towed by a modern tug to the 
Brooklyn navy yard and then will 
either be destroyed, sold for junk or 
turned into a museum. The chances 
are that the junk heap will be the fate 
of the Portsmouth. The Portsmouth 
was first used during the Mexican war. 
She saw service in China and was in 
Farragut’s fleet during the oivil war. 
For years past she has been used as a 
training ship for naval reserves. Long 
and thrilling has been the career of 
the brave old sloop-of-war and brim- 
ful of experiences, almost any one of 
which would make a story in itself. 
Around her stanch oak timbers cling 
memories of the days when “fourteen 
knots an hour in a free wind” was 
great time. Bodies of salt water are 
few whose surfaces have not been tra- 
versed by the Portsmouth. Her an- 
chor has splashed in the deep, clear 
bays of fragrant tropical islands of 
the Pacific ocean, in peaceful inlets 
along the African coast and in the 
junk-infested harbors of Japan and 
China. -Many-a slaver has crowded on 
sail as the towering masts of the old 
Portsmouth poked themse'ves ahove 
the horizon, and many a doughty pi- 
rate has shown his heels when her 
long, black hull and white ports came 
into view. In many a stern chase hag

Judge Hart was right when he said partisanship was strangling 
progress in Georgia. 

The factions that are contending in this state may be ruled by 
motives of the utmost sincerity. But the inevitable effect of their 
warfare, as it is at present conducted, is to paralyze reform in 
state policies. 

The issue is given pertinence through the publicatioa else- 


| where of a communication from Hon. Walter E. Steed, of Butler, a 


former state senator, and a man who knows people and conditions 
in Georgia. 

“Will the legislature again adjourn,” asks Mr. Steed, “without 
making any effort to enact a state road law? Will it fail to make a 
uniform system requiring each county to work its own convicts? 
Will anything be done toward consolidating and making more uni- 
form our multitudinous school systems?” 

And he continues with an appraisal no man in the smallest de- 
gree acquainted with statecraft will challenge— 

“It is safe to say that these are real, live, palpitating ques 
tions, the sensible and practical solution of which means more to 
the general welfare of Georgia than any and all other questions 
combined which so far have been discussed or touched upon by 
the present legislature.” 

Why are these refornts, which go down to the very bedrock 
of progress and upon which all thinking men agree, withheld from 
the people of Georgia? 

The answer is simple. 

“The test of fitness. for office,” stated John Hart in the an- 
nouncement of his withdrawal from the gubernatorial contest, 
“seems to be whether the candidate is a Joe Brown man or a Hoke 
Smith man.” 

Proceeding, Judge Hart showed that progress is paralyzed for 
the reason that a legislature of one political wing neglects the state’s 
business to bait, goad.and thwart the governor of another political 
wing. . 
Legislation is not arbitrated by statesmanship, or by a mutual 
seeking for the common good.

Yet efforts at reform are ground between the upper and nether 
millstones of partisanship. 

Road-making is one of the most vital counts in the welfare of 
every county in Georgia. : 

Yet legislation to make road-making systematic and not a par- 
ody is neglected while partisans “jockey” for position, or turn aside 
to entrap the state's executive. | 

The state’s tax system is one aptly described as “passing round 
the hat,” cramping the progress of the state’s institutions more dis- 
gracefully with the recurrence of each year. 

Yet the legislature fiercely wars over partisan quibbles and does 
nothing to relieve the situation. 

A deciding clash between these two factions is inevitable. The 


| would-be sacrifice of John Hart, Arcadian, has proven futile. 


But let the battle that is to decide the governorship decide alse 
the complexion of the legislature. 

Let the political affiliations of both be identical. 

To elect a governor of one faith and a legislature of another 
is to perpetuate feud, confusion, stagnation. 

The one way to avert that possibility is to compel candidates 
for the house and senate to say plainly whether they are for Brown 
or Smith; under which flag they fight. 

Run the trimmers out of the field! They have blasted prog- 
ress long enough in Georgia. The man with no more regard for 
his people than to connive at the continuance of factionalism is not 
fit to make laws for her or to stand in her legislative halls. 

In every county, in every district, stand up candidates for the 
house and the senate and force them to declare unequivocally for 
one or the other of the two gubernatorial candidates.

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The constitution of the state of Georgia places an outright 
embargo on adequate, or high school, facilities so far as the rural 
counties of Georgia are concerned. , : 

- The state provides‘a common school education—and that, only 
after a fashion. : 

But ‘if the thousands of ambitious boys and girls in the rural 
counties who desire to go above the seven-grade elementary limit 
seck opportunity, they must either leave their home county, or their 
home county must violate the constitution of the state to swing 
open the door to them. 


Measures looking to three constitutional amendments that will, 


correct these indefensible discriminations are now pending in the 
general assembly. 

Not a single just or logical argument can be advanced against 
them. They should be passed forthwith and placed before the peo- 
ple for approval. 

Under the existing constitutional restrictions, framed at a time 
when the educational conscience in Georgia was only indifferently 
awakened, rural counties cannot apply the state’s school tax appor- 
tionments to schools other than those teaching “elementary 
branches.” That means seven-grade primary or grammar schools. 

Even should the county levy a local tax for educational fur- 
poses, it is forbidden by the constitution to apply that tax to other 
than elementary education. 

So that, so far as progress in education by legal methods is 
concerned, rural Georgia is at a standstill. 

The most intolerable feature of the situation is the discrimina- 
tion now widely prevailing as between the town and the city on one 
side and the’ country on the other. 

The town and the city can, under the constitution, levy a local 
tax and apply it as it sees fit. They can maintain: high schools, a 
college or a university, if they so elect. 

The hands of the rural county are tied! 

Is it any wonder that families increasingly leave the farm that 
they may bring their young people into contact with decent educa- 
tional facilities? 

In numerous instances enterprising counties, made desperate 
by injustice of educational facilities denied them and given other 
counties, are disregarding the constitution, levying a local tax and 
applying the proceeds to high schools. 

The Constitution has invariably stood for respect of the law, 
fundamental and otherwise. But who can blame these counties 
when relief from restrictions imposed by men with no conception 
of today’s conditions is persistently denied them by the legislature? 

In common sense, in patriotism, the general assembly should 
take sufficient time from partisan wrangles to do plain justice to 
the plain people of Georgia. 
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HEWLETTE HALL’S UNSELFISH TRIBUTE. 


Concerned with the political career of John Hart, Arcadian, a 
recent act of Hewlette A. Hall, who succeded Judge Hart as attor- 
ney general, deserves to rank with that quality of manliness dis- 
played by Mr. Hall’s predecessor. 

It is not generally. known that twice since Judge Hart with- 
drew from the gubernatorial contest, Mr. Hall wrote him, urging 
him to stand again for the office of attorney general. 

When Mr. Hall accepted the appointment as successor to Judge 
Hart, the natural assumption was that the latter would remain in 
the race to its conclusion. It was upon that assumption that Mr. 
Hall announced his own candidacy to succeed himself as attornev 
general. 

Events turned otherwise when Judge Hart, disillusioned, with- 
drew from the gubernatorial contest. _ 

Then it was that Hewlette Hall essayed a sacrifice reflecting 
credit upon himself and comprising a rare tribute to his predecessor. 

Immediately after the announcement of Judge Hart’s with- 
drawal, Mr. Hall wrote him, declaring that his own candidacy had 
not progressed too far to permit of his stepping down, and urging 
Judge Hart to stand for reelection to his old position. With cordial] 
expressions of appreciation, Judge Hart declined to avail himself of 
this sacrifice. 

A week ago, Mr. Hall renewed his tender in terms of emphasis. 
A second time Judge Hart declined. : 

Heretofore, selfishness has been assumed to be one of the most 
unlovely aspects of politics. The unselfishness of Mr. Hall presents 
an exception gs rare as it is refreshing, and it shows that Governor 
Brown made no mistake in selecting such a man to succeed the re- 
tiring attorney general. 
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WHY? ASK THE REGULARS. 


“We can make the cheapest steel in the world,” asserts The 
Washington Post, and then queries, “Why not allow our own peo- 
ple the benefit of the cheapest steel in the world >” 

[t is very probable “our own people” are going to put the 
same question, in substance, to congressional candidates this fall, 
when they stand up, insurgents and regulars and democrats, and 
make a few. audible remarks about the cost of living. 

While it is putting what the cartoonist might call “foolish 
question No. 1,000,000,” The Post also indulges in a sound analysis 
of industrial conditions in this country. 

lt admits the plausibility of the steel trust's argument that 
asking one price for steel abroad and a higher price at home en- 
ables it to pay high wages. It then punctures that theory, or rather 
the universal justice of it, by showing that steel is virtually the 
financial and commercial, as well as the industrial barometer. After 
which it proceeds upon this absolutely unimpeachable analysis: 


Stee] is become very ne&riy the chief material in the construc- 
tion of houses in the businégs centerg of our cities and even of our 
towns. When it is cheap, construction is active, labor is employed, 
other trades prosper, consumption is increased, and production neces- 
sarily is augmented, not only in the stee! industry, but in numerous 
other callings, from the tilling of the soil, the noblest of man’s work, 
to the remotest ramifications ef man's multitudinous honest endeavor. 

Cheapness means activity, dearness means stagnation: and there 
is all the difference between the two that can be discovered between 
success and failure. 


To this array of facts one other needs to be added—and that 
is, that the steel trust is not an eleemosynary institution, that it is 
securing a fair profit for its product abroad and an extortionate 
profit for its product in this country. It is-also true that that famed 
“difference in the cost of production at home and abroad” is not 
going into the pockets of the wage-earners, but into melons and a 
few other sources aptly described by one T. Roosevelt as “swollen 
fortunes.”’ , 
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THE COLONEL AND THE FENCE. 


The efforts of Colonel Roosevelt to ride the fence with regard 
to the internecine strife now blasting the republican party, when 
all his leanings by heredity and conviction are toward the insurgent 
and against the stand-pat element, are amusing. 

He had steadily vociferated that he was open to conviction 
as between the two factions and that he would not intermeddle in 
the interests of either.

COMPARATIVE FIGURES 
~ ON THE STATE VOTE 


Giving Totals of Two Years Ago and This Year’s Official 
Registration by Counties as Gathered 
by The Constitution. 


The Constitution presents herewith a very interesting series of statiatics 
that wil! be of particular value in connection with the state primary of Au- 
gust 23. 

These figures are taken from the official records of the registration re- 
turns of this year represented in a compilation of the militia district returns 
of every county in the state as gathered by The Constitution through the tax 
collectors of the state. 

As will be observed, thé vote of every county in the state as between 
Joseph M. Brown and Hoke Smith for governor two years ago is given, 
and the comparison of the estimated vote for this year must be made with the 
1910 white registration only, as the primary of this year, like that of two 
years ago, is confined to the white registered vote of the state. 

The total vote of the stat® two years ago as represented by the vote 
received by both Brown and Smith was 208,755. The total white registration 
this year in 261,146. 

While the population figures of the counties are, generally speaking, from 
the federal census of 1900, there are quite a number of exceptions resulting 
from the creation of nine new counties since 1900. Whatever variations there 
are from the population returns of 1900 is to be attributed to the approximated 
population of the new counties and the loss to the old ones incident thereto.

All this means that the senate will 
pass into hands of younger leadership. 


| Both sides of the chamber are casting

ate, but there is no one preeminently 
strong man. 

The division on the republican side 
will make it harder to choose a leader. 
The men like Cummins and Dolliver 
and Borah, all capable of handling a 
legislative situation, however acute, 
are in the insurgent class, and could 
not now command the united support 
of the republicans. The men like 
Gallinger, Warren and Penrose could 
not successfully lead the insurgents. 

A compromise will be hard to reach, 
although enator Elkins is being dis- 
cussed considerably in eonnection with 
the leadership in the senate. 

As for the democrats, it will not be 
so difficult to agree upon a nominal 
leader.

STEPS TO CHECK CUSTOM 
OF “BEATING THEIR WAY” 


By W. F. Persons. 
(Superintendent Charity Organization 
Society, New York City.) 
(Exclusive Service the Survey 
Bureau.) 

To check the custom of “beating 
their way,” so much practiced by va- 
grants, the Trunk Line Association has 
this year taken a most important-step. 
Reduced rate charity passage on al- 
most all the important lines east of 
Chicago is now granted only to bene- 
ficiaries of charitable agencies which 
observe a carefully,prepared code of 
rules that have been devised to gov- 
ern the transportation of destitute 
persors.

rules represent the practical 
agreement of many experienced charity 
workers in all parts of the country. 
They were adopted by the National 
Conference of Charities and Correction 
some seven years ago, to prevent the 
useless squandering of public and pri- 


of some. kind of federal help in pre- 
venting like disasters.” 

‘Hoke Smith, former secretary of the 
interior, again is a candidate for gov- 
ernor of Georgia,” said J. 8.

tation to those who have no surety of 
employment or other benefit from the 
change. 

The adoption of these provisions by 
an ever-increasing number of public 
and private agencies (at present near- 
ly 350 observe them) has greatly di- 
minished the abuse of charity trans- 
portation, and the action of the Trunk 
Line Association will undoubtedly 
cause a much more general compli- 
ance. 

In the old days applicants were con- 
tinually asking for railroad tickets. A 
man stranded, let us say, in New Eng- 
land was apt, according to his story, 
to have a promise of work in Cincin- 
nati, St. Louis, or Baltimore, 
could only get there. Commonly the 
municipal authorities or the charitable 
agency would feel that they could not 
afford to send him all the way. Yet, 
unless they got “rid of him as soon as 
possible,” they were burdened with his 
support. So a ticket to the next town 
was bought, and the case passed along. 
It was an easy way of shifting re- 
sponsibility. The next town did the 
same, so that there was about an 
even exchange. 

If the applicant really had a chance 
at bis destination, he often became a 
confirmed vagrant before he was able 
to win hia way there by slow steps 
from town to town. In the case of im- 
postures, the practice merely encour- 
aged the imposition and complicated 
the tramp problem. Where a conscien- 
tious investigation was made, and only 
deserving cases helped with transpor- 
tation, the community or charitable 
society became a dumping ground for 
the cast-off problems of its less scrup- 
ulous neighbors. 

At present in the most progressive 
cities a very different plan is followed. 
The first precaution taken is to be 
sure that the applicant is really un- 
able to pay the regular fare. This is 
but common prudence. Further it is 
uséless to send anyone to a far off 
city unless his condition and prospects 
wil) be substantially improved. Gen- 
erally speaking, a man in good health 
if no one is dependefit upon him, is not 
given transportation. The joint appli- 
cation bureau in this city has at pres- 
ent standing requests for men to work 
on various engineering and contracting 
We are unable: to fill the posi- 
tions. So an able-bodied single man is 
offered a chance to earn money or to 
walk to his destination... If he is un- 
willing to work here, there is no 
guarantee that he will do better some- 
where else. 

In many cases, a mechanic comes to 
our office complaining that in his trade 
here everything is slack. Men are not 
But he has heard from a 
friend that work is plenty.in a certain 
place, perhaps Buffalo, and he is sure 
he could get a job there. “Have you 
a position promised?” “No, but I coula 
get a job all right.” “Have you any 


if he. 


letters of introduction that would help 
you to get work here?” “No, but I 
heard from a friend that they want 
lote of men in my line.” “Does he 
work at your trade? Would he be 
able to give you any definite help?” 
“He's a plumber, but he knows they 
need bricklayers.” Ina case of this 
mature it would be foolish to spend 
money to send him 400 miles to an 
uncertain possibility of work. We can 
use the money for cases where it wil! 
be of positive and certain help instead 
of probably burdening another eon- 
munity. 

But suppose that a workman who 
left home to get employment in this 
city fails and becomes stranded. To 
reunite him and his family often re- 
lleves two communities of the burden 
of supporting indigents, for his family 
has very probably become dependent 
owing to the man’s failure in the 
strange city. The society to which the 
man applies verifies his story by ‘tele. 
graphing to his former home, for 
which a code is used. Arrangements 
are also made by telegraph for tiding 
over the man and his family at his 
old home until he begins to be self- 
supporting. 

Other problems for which transpor- 
tation is an obvious solution are where 
young boys and men or young girls, 
lured by the attractions of a great 
city, have left their homes.Ali that 
is usually necessary to save them 
from continued destitution ana bad in- 
fluences is to send them back. Be- 
fore this is done care must be taken 
to be sure that they will not become 
dependents in the town to which it is 
proposed to send them. The family 
tray be unable to support the boy, or 
he may have a reputation at home 
that would go far to prevent his cet- 
ting work. 

It is not sufficient to know merely 
that the facts given by the applicant 
are correctiy stated. His judgment 
of the best course to pursue is not 
conclusive. For instance, a young man 
stranded in a large city asks to be 
sent home to his mother. On its face 
it would seem to ba the very best 
thing ‘to go. Upon inquiry, however, it 
may develop that he has left home 
Several times. After wandering until 
he was tired, he has always applied 
t» be sent home, and this may have 
been done several times. In such a 
case employment has been found for 
the boy and he has been induced to 
fave his fare home and so :ealize that 
he had no right to force others to 
give him free transportation home 
whenever he wishes. 

The adoption of the cooperative 
‘policy in handling charity transporta- 
tion has resulted in considerable eco- 
nomics. The old method of buying 
freely tickets to the next town, bred 
vagrants. One ¢ity expended $1,500 a 
year in this way. 
buy tickets to the final point of des- 
tination or not at all, the expenditure 
was only $800.

So heroic was my first sight-seeing

wishes who was mine to command—as 
long as I paid for the privilege. It 
sounded altogether charming. partic- 
ularly the restful motion of the camel 
as described by the majestic moving of 
Muhammed's flowing sleeves and ges- 
turing hands.

indifferent as I came to The Sphinx 
so that—expecting to return to her 
again at sunset—lI did not trouble my- 
self to lift my veils re took at her and 
the impression which flashed upon me 
in the golden glare. softened by the 
filmy curtains through which I saw 
her, was one of the real events of a 
lifetime. 

She was beautifue and radiant: a 
young creature, whose eyes seemed 
fired with the glow of a supernatural 
life. The roundness of her cheeks 
and features; her mouth was mobile 
and sensuous, and the whole figtre 
seemed like a vision of pale yellow 
flames lifting itself slowly out of the 
hills of dazzling sand. It was so shock- 
ing—so utterly different from anything 
Y had ever dreamed that—wretched 
feonoclast that I am—I impulsively 
pushed back my veils and—lost it. 

Scarred by Centuries. 

fhere, through specks of palpitating 
sunshine was the time-worn resolute 
image of stone, broken and scarred by 
the centuries, Just as the pictures 
give it, only more so-—-majestic, in- 
acrutable and so full of wonder that 
you are overwhelmed and almost bur- 
Gened with it. I scarcely know which 
of the Sphinxes I love best to recall—the 
vision of the splendid youth or the real 
Sphinx of stone, battered and disfig- 
wred, but not robbed by time and trou- 
bie of her terrible calm, her serene 
dignity. I have seen her often since, 
but never again would she turn back 
all the centuries and look and smile as 
she did when a more young thing. 

Now I deubt not you are aching to 
tell me that the Sphinx of the Egyptians 
was never represented as a woman,

but always as aman, and that the 
one I have been raving about happens 
to be the im&ge of the Gor Harma- 
kouli, “The horns in the brilliant sun,” 
but keep your leaning for some one 
who will be impressed with it. Per- 
sonally, I feel that I have known the 
Sphinx since she wa@ a debutante, an 
am not to be fooled by what the books 
and scholars say. ’

Paims aad Green Grass. 

We passed a caravan resting beside 
a pond of water where there were 
palms and green grass, and there my 
eyes got a rest fro mthe glare and my 
ribs a rest from the soothing camel. 

Another break in the monotony of 
the desert was the sight of a great 
group of family mourners camping at 
their family tombs, which is one of the 
Bedouin customs of showing respect 
and grief for the dead. There were 
donkeys and camels and a large num- 
ber of men and women; the women, 
draped in biack and looking like the 


impersonation of woe, were all gath- 
ered together at some distance from 
the men around one of the tombs. It 
was a weird and impressive spectacie. 
and Mahommed told me the .family 
party would remain in the desert for 
two days and nights, and the custom 
is to make these visits to their dead 
about once a year. 

Sakkarah, as you doubtless know, is 
the largest and most famous of the 
cities of the dead in Egypt, and is 
named for Sakrah, the god of death. 


at Memphis. All the dynasties of 
Europe are represented among its 
tombs. It is wonderfully impressive. 
Pyramids, Mastabos and innumerable 
other tombs cf more lowly and unpre- 
tentious characters seemed to be scat- 
tered in confusion over the plateau of 
sand. 


Gruesome Effect. | 

The tomb of Mererevika in the pyr- 
amid of Tet, far from having a grue- 
some and awe-inspiring effect on me. 
was a perfect haven of rest and da- 
light. It opened its coo} and stoney 
shade to me just at the very moment 
when the sun was reaching down into 
the center of my brain, and threaten- 
ing to do me mischief, so I ran into 
its hospitable doorway, with a bound- 
ing heart, and settled myself without 
ceremony for a glass of cold tea be- | 
fore paying the slightest attention to 
the Merekonkas. Merekonka and his 


wife and his son, Mers Tet, settled 
themselves here for a “long winter's 
nap” about three thousand years ag» 
in a tomb consisting of a. suite of 
chambers, most of which are elabo- 
rately decorated with paintings. 

I followed. Mohammed through the) 
suite of chambers, listening to him/| 
twist and turn the English language

He was the secretary of the king, 
chief of the granaries, chief of the 
double treasure house, and chief of thie ;

Ti’s many titles cover the 
great pillars which stand at the port! 
of his tomb and one of the inscriptions 
reads: “Ti, one of the familiar friends 
of the king, chief of the royal writings 
and commander of the prophets,” 
Scenes of rural life are pictured on the 
walls of his tomb, and above a series 
of pictures showing peasants and coun- 
trymen at work in the fields, gather- 
ing the harvest, and returning home 
laden with grain, its an inscription fn 
hieroglyphics reading: “Here is the 
harvest, gathered in safety, when the 
work man rests full of satisfaction and 
peace, as such, so am I.” 


Tomb of Sacred Bulls. 


The sefapeum, or omb of the sacred 
bulls, was another feature of this won- 
derful and blazing day.

It was one 
of the most jnteresting things I saw 
that day, and I am enclosing some ex- 
cerpts from my little “Liar book,” 
which may be Interesting to you. , 

Mariette, writing of first entering 
the serapeum, says: “I own that when 
I penetratéd for the first time into the 
hypogee of Apis, I was seized with 
such an impression that notwithstand- 
ing five years have passed the impres- 
sion is still as fresh as ever in my 
mind. Quite by accident, which is 
even now incomprehensible, our apart- 
ment which had been walled up in the 
thirtieth year of Rameses II had es- 
caped pillage, and I was overjoyed to 
find it that it was intact. : 

“Three thousand seven hundred years 
had not been able to change its-primi-‘ 
tive form. The imprint of the fingers 
of the Egyptian work:nran, who had 
placed the last stone in walling up the 
door, were pltinly visible on the lime- 
stone. Some naked feet had left their 
imprint on the bed of sand with which 
thefloor was covered, 

“There was nothing in this funeral 
dwelling save the sacred bull, which 
had been embalmed and remained 
where it had been placed for nearly 
four thousand years.” 

The sacred bulls, interred in the se- 
rapeum, were worshijed and adored 
during life, and magnificent .caremo- 
nies were arranged at their death, 
which continued for sixty days, the 
whole of Egypt going into mourning. 

The Ball Apis. 

“Apis, or sacred bull,” says my guide 
book, “was considered to be the tncar- 
nation of the incarnation of the god 
Ptah. It symbolized the creature en- 
ergy of nature, and was thought to be 
a being born of avirgin made fruitful by 
the celestial fire. It was recognized 
by abolt 28 signs,aamongwhich were 
a black skin, a cross on the forehead, 
a vulture on the back, and a sacred 
beetle, or scarabee under the tongue. 
The duration of his life should be 28 
years, and after this lapse or time a 
priest would cast him into the waters 
of the Nile. He was identified after 
death with the god Osiris, and, there- 
fore, took the god Osfris, and, there- 
Greek Oserapes and from thence the 
abreviation serapic.’’ 

By the time I reached the rest house 
of Maritette—a primeval dwelling in the 
sand, where the famous archaeologist 
lived for four years during his’ exca- 
vating operation at Sakkarah, the air 
was so scorching and the sun so terri- 
ble that I threatened to remain a fix-

Then, there was also a 
portion. of the ancient .temple .of 
Pthak to see and the sun was not.far 
from the horizon. when I tore myself 
from these historic and prehistoric 
records. Needless to say. I did not 
keep my engagement with Moham- 
meds especially prepared sunset at 
the pyramids of Ghizeh, for it was af- 
ter day and almost after the dinner 
hour, when, jaded and exhausted. I 
arrived at the hotel, near the pyramids, 
clamoring for food. 
Curious Things. 

I wish I could tell you of the curious 
and picturesque: things I saw as I 
came along. on the camel's back 
through the primitive little Bedouin 
villages, the houses of which are for 
the most part scarcely more than roof- 
less pens built of baked mud and in- 
nocent generally of the barest neces- 
sities of life—and also of the fields 
of the Nile, through which I passed 
where squares of clover, barley and 
wheat were checked off like an im- 
mense plain by little streams and 
trenches of water. Every little while 
we would come upon a sakieh. or Eg ¢ p- 
tian well. where a powerful oxen is 
hitched to a tremendous wheel and 
trudgwes a weary circle round while 
turning the wheel which draws ves- 
sels of water out of the well, and emp- 
ties them into an elevated trough, 
through which the water streams in- 
to a wide area of narrow trenches. 
But I must spare you more, for I have 
scribbled too long, although it seems 
as though I had just begun my story.

KING EDWARD’S SATELLITES 
DON’T RESPECT HIS MEMORY 


London, July. 23.—Mourning for a 
dead king is always a more or less 
formal affair, but Ldéndon society is 
scandalized by the way in which the 
common decenctes of life are being 
neglected by a number of people, some 
of whom can without injustice be de- 
scribed as the mere creatures of the 
late king. By this, I mean that King 
Edward made them socially and that 
they would never have been heard of 
outside a very narrow circle if it had 
not been for his friendship and pat- 
ronagce. : 

In strong contrast to the behavior 
of these persons ts that of one of 
Kin~ Edward's friends who, while he 
owes him a good deal, no doubt, would 
have been a great personage if the’ 
late kimg had not specially distin- 
gvished. him. Thie is the Marquis de 
Soverdl, the Purtuguese ambassador, 
who was King Edward's closest friend 
in life and who is his: most sincere 
mourner in death. An intimate friend 
of the marquis told me today that 
Since the king’s death he has been in- 
censolable. Formerly the gayest and 
most genial of men and a reat 
favorite in society, he has become mo- 
rose and solitary. He goes nowhere 
and he invariably dines alone. Al- 
though noted before for his wit, he 
never jests now and seldom smiles. 

Much criticism has been levelled at 
persons who owed so much to King 
Edward for appearing at Ascot, and a 
good many of them did not even ob- 
serve the ordinary rules regarding 
mcurning dress. Among those who are 
specially mentioned are members of 
the Sassoon family, Miss Jane Thorni- 
well and Lord Tweedmouth. Lord 
Lorsdale is also widely criticised for 
appearing in the royal enclosure in 
a white waistcoat. I heard a rather 
amusing story about this waistcoat. 
A distinguished officer presented him- 
self at the enclosure wearing a black 
snd white waistcoat, which, while not 
the quietest thing in waistcoats, was 
certainly less noticeable than that 
worn by Lord Lonsdale. The attend- 
ant stopped him ang informed him 
that he could not enter on account of 
the rule regarding mourning. 

“Well, what about Lonsdale’s?’ he 
asked. “Surely mine isn’t as bad as 
that.” 

The attendant had no answer to 
this argument and allowed him to pass. 
Apparently he decided that Lord Lons- 
dale had set a precedent, for after that 
he stopped no one, no matter how 
gaily he was airessed. 

Lord Marcus Beresford, manager of 
the late king's stable, and a racing 
official, had to be present, of course, 
in pursuance of his duties, but he re- 
mained in the paddock throughout the 
day and never entered the enclosure at 
all. He was dressed in the deepest 
mourning. 

I understand that King George is 
very angry at this lack of respect for 
his father’s memory and intends mak- 
ing his displemgure felt whenever the 
opportunity arises. 

King George already has punished 
one official who was indiscreet about 
a year ago. He is Sir Alfred Fripp, 
the eminent surgeon, who was «ne of 
the surgeons in ordinary to the Iate 
king and who is the only medical man 
connected with King Edward's house- 
hold who has not been reappointed by 
King George. The reason for this, 1 am 


told, is that when King Edward's | 


health first gave,.rise to anxiety Fripp 
made the jesting remark that it would 
be well to court the rising sun and 
declared that he would have to culti- 
vate the prince of Wales. The remark 
came to the prince’s ears and he was 
very angry. Now that he is king he 
has shown his resentmént of it. Peo- 
ple generally feel that Sir Alfred has 
been rather harshly punished for an 
error of taste, for in addition to being 
an eminent surgeon he has done an 
immense amount of charitable work in 
connection with the hospitals and has 
refused to accept fees from a number 
of distinguished officers whom hs 
knew would find difficulty in paying 
them. 

King George is having a little trou- 
ble in arranging his household. His 
decision to retain Lord Knollys as an 
additional private secretary to help Sir 
Arthur Bigge.who has been his persona! 
secretary for years, has given offense 
to Bigge, and the two officials do not 
work’ well together. If they do not 
gompose their differences it would sur- 
prise no one if they should both find 
themselves out in the cold, for the king 
is developing into a veritable martinet. 

He is also having a good deal of dif- 
ficulty in holding the balance between 
his mother and his wife. Queen Alex- 
andra apparently has not realized yet 
that she is now second to her daugh- 
ter-in-law, and she is inclined to assert 
herself on every possible occasion. She 
still retains Buckingham palace as a 
residence and apparently has no im- 
mediate tntention of moving out. The 
king has behaved with admirable for- 
bearance, and so far there has been no 
open rupture, but unless Queen Alex- 


andra realizes the change in her sta-| 


tion, he may have to ask her to give 
way to tim. Mariborough house. 
while a good enough residence for the 
heir to the throne, is too small and 
inconvenient for the great household 
and the mass of business which de- 
volve upon a king. 

The latest case 
was forced to put 
& peg was in. connection with the 
confirmation of the young prince of 
Wales at Windsor last . week. of 
course, it was a great state affair and 
it came to the king’s ears that his 
mother had been making minute in- 
quiries as to the suite which her 
daughter-in-law, Queen Mary, intend- 
ed to take down with her to Windsor. 
This caused the king to make inquiries 
and he learned that Queen Alexandra 
had arranged to take with her two 
more ladies than Queen Mary, includ- 
ing her mistress of the robes, the 
duchess of Buccleugh. The king sent 
for his mother and insisted that two 
of the persons she had selected must 
stay in London. So far he has made 
no protest against her decision to 
retain a mistress of the robes, although 
this functionary is only supposed to be 
attached to a reigning queen or to the 
consort of the sovereign. 

It has been decided finally that the 
coronation will take place next May 
at the earliest possible date after the 
anniversary of King Edward's death 
and that immediately after it the duke 
of Connaught will sail for Canada to 
take up the duties of viceroy. The fact 
that the duke of Connaught would be 
appointed to this office wag announced 
exclusively by this service in August, 
1909.

Some 
time ago his mether, the Dowager 
Queen of Portugal, and the Duchess of 
life, who were engnes from girlhood, 
tried te fix up a ‘marriage between 
Princess Alexandra of Fife and Man- 
uel, but whatever chance there was 
for that was knocked on the head by 
the death of King Edward. It would 
have been necessary for Alexandra tv 
change her religion and King Edward 
was notoriously easy-going on that 
point. King George is quite different 
from his father in this respect and 
would not for a moment .consider a 
proposal that he should sanction suci 
a change. Moreover, the  proposel 
match when it was discussed in Portu- 
gal didn't please the Portuguese at all. 
Some of the Duke of Fife’s sisters made 
unfortunate marriages and in conse- 
quence Princess Alexandra has a num- 
ber of cOusins who are hardly the kind 
of people that a queen would like to 
claim relationship with. 

Then there are other English prin- 
cesses who have large fortunes in thei> 
own right and one thing Manue] must 
have when he marries is money, for he 
is hard put to it now to maintain’ the 
royal dignity. It is pretty nearly a cer-

tainty that when he does marry, which 
will not be for a year or two at least, 
his bride will be one of the Austrians 
archduchesses who combine the tw@e 
desirable qualifications of great wealth 
and Roman Catholicism. 

It is interesting to note that bots 
the papers which printed these veile4 
attacks on the Portuguese monarchy 
are controlled by a business firm which 
had a gocd deal] of trouble not long 
ago with the Portuguese government, 
over its use of cocoa grown by slaves 
in Portuguese territory. It was com: 
pelled by public opinion to cease the 
use of this raw materia! and then tried 
to throw all the blame on the Portu- 
guese government, which asserted that 
it was doing all it could to put an end 
to the system of servile labor, but was 
hampered by capitalists itn close touch 
with the English cocoa firm.

FOR BENEFIT OF GEORGIA D.A. R: 


Briefed and simplified parliamentary | 


law, for the benefit of Daughters of 

the American Revolution chapters, 

from “Roberts’ Rules of Order,” 

“based upon the rules and practice of 

congress” and adopted by the Daugh- 

ters of the American Revolution, is 
presented herewith. 

Suppose all motions and questions 
known to parliamentary law could be 
made and be pending at or about the 

Bame time, the regent would proceed 
to put them in the following order: 
Privileged Motions. 

1. Motion to Fix the Time to Which 
the Chapter Shall Adjourn—It is 
amendable by naming some other time 
and debatable in ordinary society. It 
May be made after a motion to ad- 
journ has been voted upon, provided 
the result has not been announced. 

2. Motion to Adjourn.—lIt 1s neither 
@mendable or debatable. If voted 
down it can be renewed if there has 
been any intervening business. If car- 
ried,-the vote cannot be reconsiderd. 
It cannot be made when another has 
the floor, nor while the chapter is 
voting upon another question, but it 
can be made after the vote is taken 
and before it is announced 

3. Questions of Privilege.—This in- 
cludes questions of personal privilege. 

the rights-of the chapter and points 
of order. If the question is one that 
requires immediate action, it can in- 
terrupt a member's speech. It may 
be laid on the table, referred to a com- 
mittee or hawe any other subsidiary 
motion applied to it. 

When this question is raised the re- 
gent shall decide whether it is a ques- 
tion of privilege or not. An appeal 
may be taken from her ruling. 

4. Orders of the Day.—This 
debatable nor can it be amended, but 
ir may, on motion, be postponed. This 
question arises when the hour fixed 
tor certain business, say the election 
of officers, arises. The call may be 
made. while another has the floor. 

Incidental Motions. 

5. Appeal From Decision of the Re- 
gént.—-If the appeal is seconded, the re- 
gent states the question thus: “Shall 
the decision of the regent stand as 
the judgment of the chapter?” An 
@ppeal ytelds to all privileged ques- 
tions, when debatable, as in ordinary 
focieties, no member can speak but 
once, the regent, without leaving the 
chair, can state her reasons for the 
decision made. An appeal may be 
laid on the table, the previous ques- 
tion may be called and the vote may 
be reconsidered.

Question.——-This can 
done only when the princl- 
motion is first introduced, and 
s made to enable the chapter to 
avoid altogether any question w'’ 
may deem irrelevant, unprofitable or 
contentious. It may be made while 
another member has the floor. Does 
not requiré a second. It cannot be 
debated or amended or have any other 
subsidiary motion applied to it. When 
any member objects to the considera- 
tion of a matter, the regent shall put 
the question thus; “Shall the ques- 
tion be considered by the chapter?’ If 
decided in the negative by two-thirds 
vote, the whole matter is dismissed 
for that meeting. 

7. Reading Papers.—Every member 
has the right to have papers once read 
before voting upon them. When the re- 
quest is made the regent should oifer 
the paper read. If any mefber ob- 
jects a vote must be taken. 

8& Withdrawal of a Motion.—The re- 
gwent can grant the request of any 
member to withdraw her motion or 
resolution unless objection be made. 
Then a motion to withdraw must be 
made; this motion cannot be debated 
er amended. 

9. Motion to Suspend the Rules.— 
This motion is not debatable, and can- 
not be amended, nor can it be laid on 
the table or disposed of by any sub- 
sidiary. motion. The vote on this mo- 
tion cannot be reconsidered, nor can 
this. motion be renewed for the same 
purpose at the same meeting. 

Subsidiary Motions. 

10. Motion to Lay on Table.—tThis 
ig not debatable and cannot be amend- 
ed or have any subsidiary motions ap- 
pliéq to it. If carried it does not 


necessarily kill the measure or ques- 
tion, but postpenes action until a 
motion is made to take it from the 
table. 

When a motion to lay an amend- 
ment upon the table prevails, it car- 
ries the main question’ with it. 

Even after the previous question is 
ordered and before vote on the main 
question, a motion can be made to lay 
the question upon the table. 

11. Call for the Previous Question.— 
‘This is not debatable and cannot be 
mended, neither can it have any sub- 
Sidijary motion, except motion to lay 
on the table, applied to it. Up to the 
taking of the last vote it is in order 
to move to adjourn or to lay the main 
question upon the table. It requires 
a two-thirds vote for its adoption. It 
may be reconsidered, but not after it 


main question or any amendment. 

Its effect, if adopted, is to cut off 
eebate and further amendments, and 
bring the chapter to a vote upon all 
pending motions and amendments and 
the main question. It can be applied 
to any debatable question. 

12. Motion to Postpone to a Certain 
Dbay.—This motion is debatable, and 
can be amended by naming some other 
day. It can be laid upon the table and 
yields to any privilege or incidental 
question. . 

13. Motion to Commit, or Refer or 
tc Recommit.—It can be amended by 
naming a different committee or by 
gZiving instructions to the committee. 
If ‘referred to a special committee it 
may be amended by making a change 
inn the number of the committee or the 
persons to tompose the committee 
It is debatable, and opens to debate 
the merits of the question it is pro- 
posed to commit. 

14. Motion to Amend.—It is debata- 
ble and can be amended but once. 
The amendment to the amendment 
cannot be amended. After the pend- 
ing amendment is* disposeq of, a mo- 
tion may be made to amend the same 
resolution or motion in some other 
Part or way until it is perfected. 

A substitute for the whole or p&rt is 
an amendment. 

In putting the question, the last 
amendment shall be voteg on first. 

Upon all questiong as to time or 
amounts of money, the longest and the 
largest sum of money shall be first 
voted upon, whether it is a first or 
last amendment or main question. 

15. Motion to Postpone Indefinite- 
ly.—This motion takes the precedence 
of nothing except the principal ques- 
tion. It cannot be amended, it opens 
to debate the entire question which it 
if proposed to postpone; if adopted, it 
kills the measure thus postponed. 

16. The Main Question.—After all 
other questions before the chapter 
have been disposed of, the main qués- 
tion, aS amendéd, shal] b put to a 
vote It is debatable, aA yields to 
ail privileged incidental and subsid- 
lary questions. No principal motion 
can be made whén any other question 
before the chapter.

17. Motion to Rescind.—This motion 
may be made when the chapter wishes 
tc annul some action‘it has previous- 
ly taken, and it is too late to recon- 
side, the vote. It stands upon the 
footing of a new resolution. The chap- 
ter can rescind its action regardléss 
of the time that has elapsed. A mo-

Motion to Reconsider.—-This mo-

LITTLE SUFFRAGETTE THROWS 


POLICEMEN WITH UTMOST EASE 


London, July 23.—(Special.)—Mrs 
Garrud, the jiu jitsu expert of the 
suffragettes, who is teaching the dif- 
ficult art of Japanese wrestling to the 
women athletes of the Women’s Free- 
dom League, issued a general challenge 
to London policemen to try issues 
with her at the game of wrestling. 
A number of policemen responded. As 
Mrs. Garrud stands only a few inches 
over 4 feet and, as some of her op- 
ponents stood over 6 feet and weighed 
over 200 pounds it was feared that she 
might be hurt, but she only smiled at 
the fears of her friends. 

One policeman said: 

“Why, you're only a Hittle dot of 
a& woman.” 

“Well, I'm not exactly a giant,” ad- 
mitted the suffragette. ‘If you're sure 
you aren’t frightened of getting hurt, I! 
think I'll throw you.” 

Again the big policeman smiled. It 
was all so very, very foolish. His great 
red hands played idly about his 42- 
inch chest, and then in a moment ¢ 
vanity he clenched his right fist, » 
that the muscles of his forearm st.vod 
out in heavy lumps. Mrs. Garrud 
is 4 feet 10 inches in height, and she, 
too smiled.

Varicocele. 


If I have ideas of my own about

I know very well that 
many of these cases can be benefited, 
and in some cases absolutely cured 
without an operation. Where the 
valves of the veins are broken down 
and organic changes have taken place 
the operation is absolutely essential. 

At any rate, I have been handling 
these cases for three decades, and have 
some original ideas about them, anda 
believe I know what is best to be 
done for them; and I know this, that 
where they are accompanied with cer- 
tain symptoms indicating a disarrange- 
ment of the nerve centers, that I have 
never yet seen a case that these symp- 
toms were all cleared up by an opera- 
tion.

to combine the two with the hopes 
that some way or other they might hit 
the disease and do the patient some 
good. I have contended for thirty 
years that if the profession hasn't any- 
thing better to give for the disease 
than a chance or a shotgun prescrip- 
tion, they had better quit the practice, 
The consequence is, that a great many 


patient awhile that they have got to 
go to Hot Springs, which is probably 
the last thing that the patient wants 
or needs.

then you will get the results expected. 
But if it is given with the hopes that 
you may get some good from it, it 
certainly does more harm than good. 
The consequence is, that I have ex- 
pressed myself heretofore very forcibly 
about the mfxed treatment as being 
simply the outcome of a lazy doctor 
or an ignorant doctor, and 1 have 
no hesitation in letting the pubiic 
know what I believe on the subject. 


Now, the fact of the matter is, that 


the secret of treating syphilis, and 
treating it successfully, is to give care- 
ful attention to details, and be exact 
in your methods and in this way every 
case can be controlied, and in the end 
@ permanent cure can be given. I know 
very well that many cases are serious 
and severe. I meet with such cascs 
myself, and I must say that I have 
never yet had a case that I failed to 
control, and know that it can be given 
a permanent cure if it is handled with 
@ proper degree of attention and ex- 
actness. 

I-have had something to say in the 
past in reference to the after affects 
of syphilis, or the facts of the toxine 
left behind by the germs of the dis- 
ease, and its effect on the nervous 
system. This, to my mind, is one of 
the most important things today be- 
fore the medical profession in taking 
into consideration the treatment of the 
disease. A man who neglects the con- 
sideration of this feature of the trouble 
is almost sure to have many bad re- 
sults. Hundreds of cases are in a 
sense cured, so far as the disease is 
concerned, but yet they suffer from 
certain affections that they know to 
be due to the results of the disease, 
but which are not due to the disease 
itself, but are the sequels that follow, 
just the same as man may have ty- 
phoid fever and may get wel! of the 
typhoid fever, but he ts left an invalid 
efterwards from the effects om his sys- 
tem, or of the toxine left in the system, 
or from some other condition produced 
by the disease. The very things that 
are very often considered produced by 
the syphilis may also be due to ty- 
phoid fever, lagrippe, malaria, or any 
of the long-continued germ diseases 
that all leaves xome toxic product be- 
hind in the system. 

Gleet or Chronic Gonorrhesa. 

Those who have followed my talks 
during the past few months know that 
I have some very decided opinions on 
this subject, and that I insist that 
gonorrhea is, in all probability, the 
most serious disease with which we 
have to contend. More serious in its 
effects upon the physical health, as 
well as upon our social structure. 
There is nothing that needs more care- 
ful attention, and yet there is nothing 
that has been more neglected, or is 
treated more indifferently, or with the 
idea that it was a trifling affection, 
than this very trouble. The acute 
phase of the disease is,always serious; 
never anything else but serious, and 
when it runs into gleet or chronic af- 
fection it becomes more and more seri- 
ous and is Uable to be spread and 
cause intense suffering to those who 
are morally innocent, and perhaps in- 
nocent of any knowledge of what their 
trouble may be.

It is a pleasant task to relate good 
things, where all the credit is due to 
life upon the farin. 

At the start I desire to call attention

There are just as good fathers and 
mothers in the city as in the country, 
but it has been a powerful strong 
couple who have resisted the false 
glitter of city life as a pattern for 
their children, and ft has been a 
stronger child that has escaped the 
evils of city environment—there are 
some, however, and to these I lift my 
hat, and would be the last to associate 
such with the pool room devotees of 
whom there are s0 many. I should not 
mention that as great a number of 
young men can be found in the pool 
rooms every day as there is employees 
of the street cars, save that it verifies 
my estimate of country benefits in the 
raiging of children. 

To stay this flocking to town and 
to have those already left to turn 
back there, should engage the best 
efforts of our best people. First 
and foremost to this end, is the pra- 
servation of the country church. The 
country church must be preserved.

The young pecple brought up 
amid the ascociations of a prosperous 
country church will never forget the 
charms, no matter where they may gv 
or how long they may live. It should 
be the task of all religieus folks to 
preserve these country churches in all 
the simplicity that can possibly be re- 
tained under the pressure of “prog- 
ress;"’ and the fellow who thinks that 
he ought to set the gates for the rest. 
Let the reachers show their confi- 
dence in d by depending upon God, 
rather than organizing all sorts of so- 
cleties to raise revenue, for revenue 
has been the chief end of nearly every 
society organized as a “help” to the 
preacher. The late fad of “Tag Day’ 
is No more demoralizing than some 
“days” that the “ismists” have insin- 
uated into the country church. Such 
methods may raise, revenue, but it 


hardens the girls and disgusts the 
boys——-God will take care of His own 
without any extraordinary jeopardy of 
womanly modesty or exposure of the 
“believer's” lack of faith.

Still an- 
other. offset is the reactionary tendency 
in trade and industry generally which 
diminishes the demand for working 
capital, and not to overlook the read- 
justment to a lower level of commod- 
ity prices than is so actively under 
way. 

Surety Companies to Guarantee. 

The scheme of guaranteeing cotton 


bills of lading, advocated by several of 


the largest banking institutions in the 
city, it was learned yesterday, is to be 
carried out by a combination of five 
surety companies, whose total assets 
aggregate $16,000,000. _These compa- 
nies, it is planned, will guarantee that 
all bills of lading issued were issued 
on merchandise actually delivered to 
the railroad, and, secondly, that the 
indorsement on the documents are gen- 
uine signaturés of authorized agents. 

While the particulars of the guaran. 
tee arrangement will not be announced 
until the committee of representatives 
of the surety companies returns from 
the south and confers with the bank- 
ers, it has been learned from reliable 
sources that the concerns interested 
intend issuing a joint bond, appor- 
tioning the individual liabilities, 

It is argued that a bond, from a 
combination of five surety companies 
would be more secure than a bond 
issued by one concern. This arrange- 
ment was made with the idea in mind 
that the general expense incident iv 
this new form of insurance would not 
be quite as heavy to each individual 
company as it necessarily would be if 
they worked independently. Further- 
more, the cotton interests are assured 
that there is considerable capital in 
back of the bond, and that they need 
not entertain any fear of the combina- 
tion failing to make good many losses 
which may be incurred. 

Ne Demand for Textile Goods. 

A shrinkage in the production of 
textile goods has grown to enormous 
proportions in the past few weeks. 
The largest manufacturers of worsted 
fabrics for men’s wear and dress 
purposes say fully one half of their 
looms are idle. One of the best in- 
formed silk manufacturers in the 
trade estimates that less than 45 per 
cent of the silk looms are running. 
Ccnservative estimates among cotton 
goods men indicate that curtailment 
in that branch of textiles has reached 
fully 30 per cent, and will be increased 
to nearly 40 per cent in the next eight 
weeks. This latter estimate is based 
upon the very extensive shutting down 
of mills which began Saturday at noon. 
and will extend until well after the 
holiday.

HORSE FRAUDS 
ARE DISCOVERED 


Department of Agrieulture 


Investigating Importa- 


tion of Animals. 


By James Dockerall. 

New York, July 23.—(Fublishers’ 
Press Special.)—Frauds inthe importa- 
tion of horses into America from for- 
eign countries led to an investigation 
by the department of agriculture 
which, in turn, has resulted in the 
establishing of a system of inspection 
by the Percheron Society of America

Frauds were reported in connection 
the importation of horses for 
breeding purposes and, if these regu- 
larities didn’t exist, it was not for the 
lack of opportunity. 

More than a year ago the secretary 
of the American Hackney Horse So- 
ciety drew the attention of the board 
of directors of the organization to the 
lack of: any adequate means for 
identifying registered stallions and 
mares brought over from England, and 
at the last annual meeting during the 
Nationa) Horse Show of 1909, a com- 
mittee, of which Alfred G. Vanderbilt 
was a member, was appointed to ad- 
dress the English Hackney Horse So- 
ciety tn relation to this matter. 

It was then the practice of the Eng- 
lish society to issue export certifi- 
cates for registered horses sent to 
America, sometimes without stating 
thereon the white markings which 
would identify the animals on arrival 
here. The Canadian Hackney Horse 
Society joined the American society in 
requesting that in the future full and 
accurate descriptions be embodied in 
the export certificates, and at the 
annual meetings of the English so- 
clety, held during the London Hackney 
Show. last spring, this request was 
granted. 

Under the regulations of the bureau 
of animal industry imported stallions 
and mares, when registered abroad 
and duly registered here in any stud 
book recognized by the department of 
agriculture, are admitted free of duty. 
The fact of registrativn nere is estab- 
lished by what is known as a customs 
certificate, issued by the custodian or 
compiler of the stud book ff which the 
animal is registered in America. 

The Percheron Society of America 
has notified importers that -hereafter 
no customs certificate can-be issued 
for any horse brought over from 
Europe until the animal has been duly 
inspected and identified by an au- 
thorized representative of the society. 
Such inspection will include a com- 
parison of the horse with the French 
certificates of breeding and it is an- 
nounced that importers will be re- 
to submit to the secretary of 
the society the official invoice of the 
horses brought in to enable htm to 
check up the number of horses in any 
importation. 

On account of the magnitude of the 
undertaking no attempt will be made 
to put the plan into full operation at 
once, but authority for it now exists, 
and it will be extended as fast as the 
breeders deem wise and expedient.

New York, July 238.—(S8pecial.)—‘lI 
think I am on the right road,” said 
Clark Griffith, manager of the Cincin- 
nati Reds, after carefully mapping out 
a base-stealing campaign for the bal- 
ance of the season. 

“This base-running thing is bound 
to win, and I am going to keep the 
boys at it while their legs are good.

But, 
take the general run of catchers, and 
it pays to keep ‘em throwing. 

“This is the present status of the 
attacking part of baseball; base-run- 
ning has been so subordinated of re- 
cent years that the inflelders don't 
know how to deal with a lot of fast 
men plunging at them all the time. 
Fact. They don't know what to do 
when man after man, instead of 
waitin to be batted around, comes 
charging down the line. Catchers 
throw uncertainly, iffielders take the 
throws and grope around like catfish. 
You cap steal all the time if you only 
have a littie nerve. 

“The spiking of infielders, I think, 
is largely the result of this uncer- 
tainty and clumsiness. In the old days, 
when men were stealing all the time, 
the basemen were clever as cats, and 
real wonders, both at touching the 
runners and dodging them.”

fact known. : 

The figures for Nueces county, Texas, 
report a population of 21,955 in 1910, 
Ss against 10,484 ten years ago, an in-| 
crease of 110 per cent. Complete re- 
turns for fifty-one counties in the 
Lene Star State show a population of | 
$17,475 in 1910, as against 552,906 in 
1960,.a gain of 46 per cent. This per- 
centage maintained throughout Texae 
will mean a gain of 1,403,600 people 
In the state, or a total population of 
almost 4,600,000. 

Returns from other states are scat- 
tering. Without exception the figures 
from Oklahoma, Louisiana, Mississippi, 
Tennessee, Georgia and Alabama rec- 
ord startling increases. 

On the present basis of representation 
in congress, a member to every 194,000 
of the country’s population, the returns 
of only 41 counties In Texas entitle the 
state to another member in the house 
of representatives. If the ratio of in- 
crease is maintained Tgxas will get 
seven additional members in the house, 
and have a delegation consisting of 23. 

The figures from Oklahoma presage 
@ like advance in legislative represen- 
tation. For this reason, talk of re- 
newing the northern demand for limit- 
ing southern representaation in con- 
gress is becoming general again.

CHANCELLOR BARROW 
CHAMPIONS SCHOOL TAX 


Athens, Ga., July 23.—(Special.)—Chancellor 
David C. Barrow, of the University of Georgia, 
has come out recently in a statement published in 
The Athens Banner, in which he champions the 
cause of the proposed school tax and asks the 
voters of Clarke county to vote for the local tax 
to support the county schools. 

Chancellor Barrow made a detailed statement of

WIL BE PUSHED 


Germany Takes Lead in 
the Campaign.

‘Mormonism Has Grown to Such 


an Extent That European, 


Governments Have Become ' 
Alarmed---Mormons Strong | 
in Germany and England. _ | 


By Malcom Clarke. 

Berlin, July 23.—(Special.)—Germany 
has taken the lead in what will be an | 
international movement against Mor- 
monism and Mormon missionaries. For 
several years missionaries sent out 
from America ahd England have been 
working diligently upon the continent. 
Recently Mormonism has grown to 
such an extent in European countries 
that the governments took cognizance 
of protests ‘from various churches. 

The movement to drive Mormonism 
out of Europe will be systematic. 
Those who profess to be members of 
the church will not be molested as long 
as their religious observances do not 
interfere with .the civil or crtminal 
laws of the country in which they re- 
| side. Only the missionaries who are 
‘accused of, undue activity in preaching 
their doctrine willbe ordered to leave 
the countries. Of the twenty-one Mor- 
mon missionaries whose expulsion from 
Germany was ordered by the Prussian 
minister of the interior, three are 


young American students, who may be 
allowed to remain. The other eighteen | 
have until Monday night to leave Ger- 
man territory. 

The police today assembled the Mor- 
|mon missionaries. The three young 
Americans had in the meantime ap- 
| pealed to Charge  4d’Affairs Irwin 
Laughlin, of the American embassy. | 
Mr. Laughlin, in the absence of Am- 
bassador Hill, requested the foreign’! 
office to cancel the orders of expulsion | 
for the young American students until | 
a further investigation could be made. 
This request will likely be granted. 

Herr Dallwitz, the Prussian foreign 
minister, who has expelled the Mormon 
missionaries, did not act hastily. It is 
understood that the French, Italian, 
Austro-Hpngarian and other govern- 
ments stand ready to continue the 
prosecution if it is necessary. } 

It may not be necessary, for reports 
from other capitals today said that a 
number of foreigners who had estab- 
lished themselves as Mormon mission- 
aries had already fied. 

Mormonism has attained a stronger 
hold in Germany and in England than 
many Americans believe. Many mis- 
sionaries first came across the Atlantic 
years ago. At first, the meetings of 
the polygamists were held in the home 
of a member of a new church. Gradual- 
ly churches have been built and com- 
munities have sprung up. 

Although the missionaries disclaffm 
polygamy, the civil authorities say 
that it exists to an alarming é@xtent in 
some of the Mormon settlements. It 
was this phase of the matter, together 
with the growing power of the Mor- 
mons, that caused the authorities to 
take drastic action.

10 THREAT BY LYENS 


In Drug Store When the 


Trouble Started. 
ah TC Satke 


Witness Says Lyens Entered 
With Pistol and Said, ‘“‘T’ll 
Get—” ---- Price Testifies to 
Smith’s Dying Statement. 


T. M. Thomas, the witness on the stand 
in the case of W..B. and Archie Lyens, 
when court adjourned last night was 
again called this morning. He testified 
that Lyens said: 

“Smith shot me first.” 

Lyens, when the witness got to the 
side door, had one pistol in his hand 
and was looking for another. Archie 
had two pistols. Smith said: 

“7 Am Going to Die.”’ 

“There's no use to get a doctor, I 
am going to die. They did not give me 
a chance,” 

Witness stated on cross-examination 
that he saw two men advancing to- 
ward the prescription case, shooting 
pistols and saw Lyens catch hold of 
Smith as he came out from behind the 
prescription counter. Witness was 
present when Smith’s pistol fell out of 
his pocket and saw it opened, and that 
it had five balls in it. 

Al Kicklighter was the next wit- 
ness. He testified as to the firing and 
identified a picture of the store. 

Saw Lyens and Son Walk In. 

Bob Hopps, a negro, was the next 
witness. He saw W. B. Lyens and 
Archie Lyens standing near the corner 
of the store and saw Archie leave his 
father and walk past the front door 
and look in, and turn around and go 
back to his father just a few minutes 
before the shooting. He later saw the 
two men walk in the store and heard 
the shooting. 

J. L. Parrott, a traveling man, was 
the next witness called by the state. 
He was in the store reading over an 
order that he was preparing to mall 


when the two Lyens walked in. He 
saw Lyens with a pistol in his hand 
and heard him say: “I'll get,” at the 
same time he was goimg towards the 
prescription counter. He got out of 
the store about the time the firing be- 
gan. 

L.. 8. Price, Jr.. was the next wit- 
ness put on the stand. He was in the 
moving picture show across the raib 
road when the shooting commenced 
and ran towards the drug store, whence 
the sounds came. He went in the store 
and saw them bringing Smith out and 
heard Lyens say: “Smith shot me first, 
and I killed the G—d — — —.” Lyens 
had one pistol and was looking for 
another. He went on up stairs and 
heard Smith say: 

“Did Net Give Me a Chance.” 

“They came in on me and did not 
give me a chance, Archie shot me first, 
then both shot me, and then Arch sho. 
}me in the side.”

No question of the moment is being 
more widely discussed in America, 
Great Britain and France than that 
of woman's suffrage. 

No magazine seems to feel an edition 
complete without a discourse of some 
kind on the suffrage question as it re- 
lates to women. It igs a subject which 
women themselves, with but few ex- 
ceptions, discuss with uncertainty; 
few of them have what may be called 
fixed ideas on the subiect. They 
claim it as a right, but pinned to ar- 
gument, can rarely state what. they 
would do with the vote if they 
had it. 

It is interesting, therefore, to know 
the opinion on suffrage of a woman 
like Mrs. Harriette M. Johnston-Wood, 
of New York, who is the eminent 
woman lawyer,and who is supposed to 
be equipped to give logical reasons 
for everything she does. 


In reference to the question put to 
her by an Atlanta kinswoman as to 
why she desired the ballot, Mrs. John- 
ston-Wood states: 


“I want the ballot, firstly, because it 
is mine legally, morally and equitably; 
and, secondly, because it is the right 
protective of all other rights. With- 
out it citizenship means nothing and 
women have no more rights’ than 
aliens. Without it women are reduced 
to a subject class, and we have the 
anomalous situation, in a so-called re- 
public, of a male aristocracy, which 
comprises the governing class, which 
makes and executes laws for the sub- 
ject class, in which are included all 
women. 

“The fourteenth amendment to the 
federa! constitution defines citizens 
as all persons born or naturalized in 
the United States, etc. 

“The American and English Ency- 
clopedia of Law, first edition, page 
242, thus defines citizens: 

““A citizen is a person, native or nat- 
uralized, who has the privilege of vot- 
ing for public officers and who is 
qualified to fill offices in the gift of 
the people.’ 

“See also Bouvier’s Law Dictionary: 
Century Dictionary. 

“In Any v. Smith, 
the court said: 

““No one can, in the correct sense 
of the term, be a citizen of a state 
who is not entitled, upon the terms 
prescribed by the institutions of the
